EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS 


The following excerpts from the 
recent annual report of the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching are well worth the careful 
consideration of every tax payer, as 
well as of every parent In the city. 

ciaici 

THE COST OF PRESENT HAY 
EDIT ATION 

The outstanding facts seem to he 
these. While the population has In- 
creased between 1890 and 1920 by 
about two-thirds, the growth in the 
number of pupils attending the ele- 
mentary schools increased approxi- 
mately in the same proportion, but 
the attendance upon the high schools 
and colleges grew at a rate many 
times faster than that of the popula- 
tion; and that while the national in- 
come has also grown notably in these 
thirty years, the burden laid upon the 
people of the country has enormously 
increased. As Prof. Seligman, in his 
paper. “Sources of Increased Reven- 
ues for Education," states it, while 
the increased wealth has seemed to 
keep step with the increase in educa- 
tional costs, “yet it is an undoubted 
fact that the relative burden seems to 
be becoming greater rather than 
smaller, and that uneasiness and em- 
barrassment are continually augment- 
ing." 

The simple fact is that municipali- 
ties and states are finding the rising 
Cost of their educational budget a 
most difficult and serious problem. 
The question how to finance the pub- 
lic system of education in the face of 
the other great demands made upon 
these communities and states ‘has be- 
come to-day an acute question. There 
can he no doubt that there is needed 
for its solution a statesmanlike con- 
sideration, both of the educational 
; needs and possibilities, and of the fi- 
nancial difficulties and burdens, 
j The systems of public education— 

: both tax-supported institutions and 
institutions dependant upon tuition 
and endowment — are likewise facing 
a problem of financing for which the 
money can be had only if it can he 
I shown that the return which the pub-

OFFICER HOYT ACQUITTED 

Aldermen Clear World War Veteran Irom Se- 
rious Charges 


Patrolman Harold C. Hoyt, a mem- 
ber of the police force about one year 
and a veteran of the World war, was 
before the hoard of aldermen on Mon- 
day night on charges preferred 
against him for conduct unbecoming 
a police officer by Chief Burke. 

The board sat until nearly two 
o’clock in the morning to hear and 
consider the case and found Hoyt not 
guilty on all three specifications pre- 
ferred by the chief. 

Chief Burke had charge of the pro- 
secution and Officer Hoyt was repre- 
sented by former alderman George H. 
Mellen as counsel. City Solicitor Bart- 
lett sitting beside President Hollis to 
! decide any knotty points in the law 
which might arise. 

Aldermen Hickey, Smith and Tucker 
I were absent. 

( The charges were substantially as 
; follows: 

1. That Hoyt had taken Vera Saw- 
| yer and Grace G. Healey into the 
; Waban school house between the 
j hours of 12.30 and 4.30 on the morn- 
I ing of May 5. 

j 2. That Hoyt had conducted him- 
self with these two girls in an im- 
proper and wrongful manner, 
i 3. That Hoyt had failed to have 
these girls taken to police headquar- 
ters as provided by Rule 22 of the 
Police Department. 

The gist of the testimony by Vera 
Sawyer, a 15-year old state ward liv- 
ing on California street, Newton, and 


Grace G. Healey of Waltham, was to 
I the effect that after picking up an 
automobile ride to Bedford that night 
with two men, who left them in West 
Newton, they had picked tip two other 
men and walked to Commonwealth 
avenue and Fuller street, in an alleged 
attempt to walk to Beverly and while 
with these men, Officer Hoyt had come 
along in an automobile, and com- 
| pelled them to go with him to a 
school house in Waban. which he had 
opened either with a key or by en- 
tering through a basement window 
and then opening the door for the 
girls. While there for a period of 
three hours leaving them three times 
for about 5 minutes each to ring in 
his duty calls, he had made Improper 
proposals and acted with them in an 
■ improper manner. H*» had allowed 
them to leave about 4.30 A. M.. and 
they told a wild story of ar auto ride 
I to Brookline, another ride to Boston, 
( reaching Beverly on a total cash cap- 
, ital of 62 cents. At Beverly, the 
! Sawyer girl's mother had given her 
i two dollars with which they returned 
to Boston, went to a movie show, 
picked up two sailors and had been 
detained by the Boston police. 

Edna Spitz, a visitor for the Public 
Welfare Department was also a 
witness but told little on account or 
frequent objections by Mr. Mellen. 

Officer Hoyt testified that he had

not been on Fuller street at all that 
night, reaching Waban from his home 
in Auburndale by way of Washington 
and Beacon streets. He had pulled in 
his duty call at 12.52 and then had 
examined the doors and windows of 
.he Angler school, finding everything 
.ocked up. He had left his auto near 
the Waban station and had walked 


the rest of the night. He had heard 
voices while on Beacon street near 
Chestnut setreet and found two young 
men and two girls on Chestnut street 
near the market garden. He was told 
that they had been to a dance and 
had lost their way. He took the 
names and addresses of the girls and 
had sent the whole party toward West 
Newton. He denied all of the state- 
ments regarding the incidents said to 
have taken place in the Angier school. 
The records of his duty calls were 


presented and showed an hourly call 
from boxes 25 to 30 minutes walk 
from the Angier school. There was 
testimony from Thomas Burns, the 
school Janitor, that the basement win- 
dows of the school were guarded with 
heavy iron gratings locked with pad- 
locks and from Rev. l)r. George S. 
Butters, John H. H Turner, .uni John 
W & dtt, a to Hoj t*8 general good 
character Sergt. Hannon, n witness 
for the defence, after confirming 
Hoyt’s statement that he had reported 
the matter of finding the girls early 
that morning, dropped a bomb shell 
into the story of the defence by also 
stating that Hoyt had admitted seeing 
the girls twice that night. Hoyt was 
recalled by Mr. Mellon and emphati- 
cally refuted the statement of the ser- 
geant. 

In his argument for Hoyt. Mr. 
Mellen said that the only testimony 
against his client came from the lips 
of trollops, who had admitted that 
they had been picked up by all kinds 
of men and had all kinds of wild ad- 
ventures that night and the day follow- 
ing. He characterized the third charge 
that Hoyt had not reported these girls 
as lost children as the most absurd 
thing he had over known, and said 
that even if true it was not sufficient 
to either suspend or discharge his 
client. Mr. Mellen said that it was 
evident that these girls had made up 
the story in order to account for their 
staying up all night and it was un- 
believable in face of the testimony of 
the record of pulled boxes by Hoyt 
that night. He warned the board of 
its responsibility in deciding this 
matter as conviction would ruin this 
young man for life. 

Chief Burke in closing called at- 
tention to the unmistakable identifi- 
cation of Hoyt by the girls, to some 
discrepancies of Hoyt’s testimony and 
said that if the hoard wanted such 
men on the force he should not be held 
responsible for the results. 

The board took a recess at 12.25 
o’clock and considered the matter in 
the large committee room, returning 
to the aldermanic chamber at 1.20, 
where the vote was taken at once, re- 
sulting in a verdict of not guilty on 
all three charges. Aldermen Heath- 


cote. Madden, O’Connell and Barker 
voting guilty on the first; Alderman 
Henthcote voting guilty on the second 
nml Aldermen Henthcote and O’Con- 
nell voting guilty on the third charge. 

There wm a little other bueltteei 
bi fore i he board. 

No one appeared nt a hearing on 
telephone conduits in Beacon street 
and the petition was granted. 

Mr. Gould foV the Edison Company 
favored a pole on Furber lane nnd 
Mr. George F. Wales spoke in op- 
position, with letters of protest from 
other nbuttors. 

The Newton South Cooperative Bank 
protected its rights in a mortgage on 
land on Crystal Lake to be taken for 1 
a park and Mr. John Segerson asked 
several questions. 

Mr. Robert Burns spoke in favor 
of allowing the John T. Burns & 
Sons, Inc., to enlarge a business 
building at Chestnut Hill. 

Mayor Childs sent in a veto of Edi- 
son poles on Algonquin road, a re- 
quest of the Library Trustees for $850 
for a power elevator at the main lib- 
rary the claim of Victor Avondoglio 
for damages caused by tree falling on 
his automobile at Waban, nnd re- 
quest of the City Treasurer for $1600 
for interest due Nov. 1st. 

Petitions were received for sewers 
in Crafts street, Linwood avenue, In- 
diana terrace, nnd Bartlett terrace. 

, for the laying out of Tarleton road, of 
M. R. Coakley. 246 Washington .street 
and Sara Smith, Hartford street, for 
victualler licenses and claim of F. X. 
Chevalier for dnmages on account of 
hole in Commonwealth avenue. The 
Standard Oil Company also asked for 
location for a filling station on Com- 
monwealth avenue. 

Orders were adopted for street 
sprinkling on Dorset road, making 
sewer house connection assessments, 
for relocation of Edison polo on Ded- 
ham street, for opening of certain 
streets by the Gas Company and 
changing East Side Parkway from 
general to private residence district. 

The board adjourned at 1.45 A. M.

EDUCATIOIfAL PROBLEMS 


(Continued from page 1) 


lie Ih to got from lt« school system 
Justifies the expenditures. Hitherto 
the people of the United States have 
accepted their school system as an In- 
tegral necessary part of the demo- 
cratic program. They still believe In 
education, perhaps as fervently as 
ever. They are becoming, however, 
somewhat critical as to whether the 
system of education for which they 
are paying Is Justifying itself In the 
results which it brings forth, and as to 
whether the kind of education which 
our public Institutions, both tax-sup- 
ported and endowed, are advocating, 
makes for effectiveness, for Intelli- 
gent citizenship, and for Independent 
character to the extent that it lias 
been assumed in the past that it did. 
It is a necessary part of the finan- 
cing of the schools, as it is of the rail- 
roads. to show that the educational 
program (Ipon which we arc em- 
barked will deliver that which the 
people have a right to expect from 
education, considered from the stand- 
point of increased economic effective- 
ness, of quickened intelligence, anti 
of loyal citizenship. 

It is the purpose of the present 
memorandum to emphasize the faet 
has been largely due to the conception 
of education upon which out school 
system has been built up. No process 
of budget making and no ingenuity in 
seeking new sources of taxation for 
the support of education can meet the 
real problem of education with which 
the public is concerned. The cost of 
education in a free republic is 
necessarily great. A democracy 
ought to supply generously the 
funds for the support of its sys- 
tem of education. It needs, however, 
at each step to assure itself that the 
education which it is giving its chil- 
dren and youth through its tax-sup- 
ported system is sincere and adapted 
to the training of citizens. It is en- 
tirely possible to dissipnte enormous 
sums of money in the name of educa- 
tion which serve neither to equip the 
children with a body of knowledge nor 
to train their minds, nor to instruct 
them as to their duties and rights un- 
der the government through which the 
education is furnished. The present- 
day system of education has reached 
its enormous expense, not wholly by 
reason of its efficiency, but partly by 
reason of its superficiality. No budget 
system and no study of costs of edu- 
cation will deal with this problem un- 
less it start first with a clear concep- 
tion of what the school system can 
and ought to do. The way to any re- 
form in the cost of education if such 
reform be needed, lies in a clear con- 
ception of the kind of education which 
the people of the United States need, 
and what its schools can be expected 
to furnish. 

The Causes For the Rise in the Cost of 


Present-Day Education 

Before one undertakes to determine 
now the requisite support is to be had 
in the future for this ever-growing 
cost, two things should be clearly 
comprehended; first, what are the rea- 
sons for this extraordinary rise; and 
second, is the system of education 
justifying the increased expenditure 
by its educational results? 

When one conies to consider the 
causes which have brought about this 
notable rise in the cost of education, 
it is necessary to consider these 
causes in two groups; first those that 
belong to the normal growth and pro- 
gress of a great nation; and second- 
ly. those causes which have to do with 
the conception of education itself anti 
the part that the school is to play in 
the social order. 

The first group contains what one 
might call the natural factors in the 
educational growth of a great people. 
The most important of these are the 
following: 

1. The increase in the population 
and the resulting increase in t lie num- 
ber of pupils. 

2. The increase due to educational 
buildings and facilities demanded in 
modern schools. 

3. The rise in the scale of teacher’s 
salaries. 

In the second group, no less influen- 
tial in bringing about the present-day 
cost of educ ation, may be placed those 
causes which rise out of the educa- 
tional theories and strivings of our 
day. anti which indicate a new con- 
ception of what the school ought to 
be and what it can accomplish for so- 
ciety. Among these factors the most 
important are the following: 

1. The widespread notion that for- 
mal education is not only the one way 
to advancement, but that it is also 
the panacea for all social and political 
disorders. 

2. The admission of great numbers 
of pupils, ill-fitted for the higher and 
more expensive schools, such as the 
high schools and college. 

The so-called “enrichment” of 
tlu* curriculum of the schools as com- 
pared with the curriculum of two dec- 
ades ago. This factor has been per- 
haps the most influential in the rise 
of the cost of public education. So 
great has the change of studies been 
between the high school of twenty 
years ago and the high school of to- 
day. that the two involve fundamental 
differences in the conception of what 
the high school is for. 

I. The introduction of vocational 
training into the high schools nnd the 
acceptance of the notion of scientific 
research as the primary object of the 
college teacher have gone far to add 
both to the cost of equipment and to 
lie coat of teaching, Tbh is a part of 

t lie general process of ’’eifrichment.” 

The liuisihle Factors In the Increased 

I’osl of Public Education 

Universal education is perhaps tho 
most generally accepted obligation 
among the American people, and 
rightly so. hut popular opinion goes 
much further and assumes that edu- 
cation such as tho schools give is not 
only a cure for ull social nnd political 
disorders, but that such education is 
almost the only open door to useful- 
ness, to happiness, and position. 

One of the things that has enor- 
mously increased tho eost of the 
school system is that fathers aud 
mothers generally believe thut the op- 
portunities iu the trudes aud in the 
technical callings of civilized life are 
inferior to those to be had through 
high school aud college education. By 
reason of this belief, few facilities for 


training m«*n adequately In such call- 
ings are offered, and by reanon of 
theae two things the schools them- 
selves are over run by a flood of pu- 
pils, many of whom would never 
have been admitted under reasonable 
conditions and a very large propor- 
tion of whom would find their great- 
er happiness and their greater use- 
fulness, as well as a more generous 
compensation, in an adequate, dis- 
ciplined and thorough/ training for 
some trades. Until this fact is reso- 
lutely faced, and until the schools 
themselves, whether tax-supported or 
maintained by endowment and tui- 
tions, have the courage to refuse 
those who are unprepared and to 
point these applicants to other open- 
ings in life, there is little hope that 
the mounting cost of education can be 
stayed. What is still more serious, 
there will be each year turned out 
from the schools an increasing num- 
ber of youth whose education has 
been superficial, insincere, and 111- 
ndapted to an earnest nnd vigorous 
career. 

This overcrowding of the schools, 
due to a false conception on the part 
of the public and to a timid attitude 
on the part of the school authorities, 
is closely related to a second cause 
which has perhaps done more to in- 
crease the cost of public education 
than any other one factor, and this is 
the boh ailed ”< nrlchmc nt” of tbe < ur- 
riculum. Twenty years ago the curri- 
culum of the high school and of the 
college was comparatively simple, but 
so great has been the expansion of the 
curriculum in this Interval that the 
high school today represents a differ- 
ent conception of what a school is 
for. and what it can do for society. 
This is the crux of the whole question 
as to the cost of education. If the 
high school curriculum is to cover all 
fields of knowledge and of activity, in- 
cluding in its scope not only the ele- 
mentary training of the students in 
their own language and In the funda- 
mental facts of their own history, but 
also all divisions of science and art. 
and if it is to offer, not only a moder- 
ate grounding in knowledge, but a 
j technical training as well, then there 
J is no limit to the expense which a 
| community may be called upon to un- 
J dergo in order to satisfy the ambitions 
of those who advocate this conception 
of the high school. The responsibility 
' for this movement lies mainly with the 
teachers themselves. 

The high school curriculum of today 
reminds one of nothing so much as the 
extended bill of fare that one finds in 
a country hotel. Upon it are printed 
the names of all the dishes one could 
hope for in the most ambitious cuisine, 
and yet out of all these offerings one 
will find it difficult to secure a simple 
and wholesome meal. The high school 
of today has been transformed from a 
distinctly intellectual agency into one 
that offers instruction concerning 
every field of human knowledge and 
assumes to provide training for many 
vocations and professions. In the pro- 
cess the notions of sincerity and 
thoroughness in education have been 
displaced by the idea that education 
can be had by superficial knowledge 
of many subjects and that training for 
a trade or a profession can be secured 
by study under teachers, themselves 
but ill-acquainted with the practical 
side of the callings which they teach. 
The total result is to present educa- 
tion, and to present technical train- 
ing, as ends to be gained by super- 
ficial means. It is not too much to 
say that the vocational training offered 
In the high schools has so little of the 
sharp, accurate responsibility of the 
well-trained technician, and is so 
poorly related to the facts and cir- 
cumstances of these vocations, that it 
is in a great measure an educational 
farce. The teaching of vocations in the 
high school is a mistake. These vo- 
cations should he taught through 
trade schools in which the whole spirit 
and technique of the training partakes 
of the accuracy, the sharpness, and the 
skill that alone can give them signifi- 
cance. 

These educational theories are those 
which have added most to the high 
cost of education. Through the exag- 
gerated enrichment of the curriculum, 
not only have numberless studies been 
added, but pupils have been led to 
believe that a superficial knowledge 
of many things could replace the in- 
tellectual discipline that comes from 
the mastery of a few things. Tho no- 
tion that trade school training could 
be made a part of general high school 
work has served to make soft aud 
flabby the general conception of our 
people as to what kind of skill and 
energy are needed for the prosecution 
of an honorable trade. The pay of the 
teacher has been diluted by the bring- 
ing in of great numbers of teachers 
to offer this variety of studies. The 
rise in the cost of education has come 
in a large measure out of a trans- 
formation of the notion as to what a 
school is for, and until we shall come 
to some definite conclusion with re- 
spect tit this fundamental matter, 
there is no hope that the cost of the j 
school system will stop short of the 
financial solvency of the various states 
and communities. 



IV hat Is a School Fori 


We in the United States have been 
disposed to pride ourselves on the 
variety of the courses of study offered 
in our schools, but rarely can one find 
an American boy or girl, even among 
the graduates of tho high school and 
college who knows his own language 
in any such way as the English boy. 
trained in the somewhat narrow clas- 
sical conception, knows the language. 
And rarely do we find an American 
youth who knows his science or his 
language in the way a German boy is 
master of these subjects. The strik- 
ing characteristic of our schools under 
the process of enrichment of the cur- 
riculum is superficiality, coupled with 
tremendously rising cost. There is 
only one way to better the quality of 
the education, to diminish the cost, 
and to give a fair reward to the teach- 
er. That is to adopt a conception of 
the elementary school, of the high 
school, and of the college that shall 
offer courses of study founded on the 
principle that, whatever variation of 
courses may bo offered, it shall be al- 
ways understood that tho fundamental 
things shall bo thoroughly mastered. 
The whole solution of tho school's ef- 
fectiveness and of the school’s cost 
lies iu this decision. 


Summary 

The preceding pages have sought to 
call the attention of those responsible 
for education to a situation which in 
a few years will become critical If 
there shall be no adequate effort to 
deal with it. It is perfectly clear that 
If the demands of the schools continue 
to increase at the present rate, or as 
seems more probable at an increased 
rate, the financial inability of society 
to pay tre most will in a measureable 
time bring about radical curtailments. 
In no distane day we shall see-, under 
these conditions, free public education 
endangered. Under the enormous load 
of taxation that society carries today, 
communities will rise against the bur- 
densome cost of public school educa- 
tion. Alreay tax supported institutions 
of higher education are beginning to 
agitate this question, and in some cases 
tuition fees are being charged in tax 
supported universities. The question 
of support of higher education rests on 
a different basis from that of elemen- 
tary education. It may well be that 
the state may decide in the public in- 
terest that it will require a reasonable 
tuition fee for university and profes- 
sional education, but it will be a seri- 
ous blow to our whole program of 
democratic government if the free pub- 
lic school shall be endangered. That 
it will be endangered within a com- 
paratively short time is evident, unless 
the cost of public education shall be 
brought within a limit of expense 
which the school can bear, and unless 
that education shall fulfil the primary 
object for which the school exists. 

It has been set forth in the pre- 
ceding pages that this increase in cost 
is due in part to justifiable and 
necessary causes — the increase In 
numbers, the betterment of facilities, 
the improvement of teachers salaries. 
It has been pointed out. however, that 
a very large part of this rise is due 
to the change in the primary con- 
ception as to what the school is for 
and to the fact that it is no longer 
conceived as primarily an intellectual 
agency, but rather as an agency 
through which the child shall learn 
something of every form of knowledge 
in existence, and in which he is not 
only to absorb such a knowledge but is 
to acquire the preparation for a trade 
or profession. There has been, in the 
last three decades, a notable weaken- 
ing in the discipline of the home. 
More and more the moral training of 
the child has been transferred from 
the father and mother to the slender 
shoulders of the woman teacher. 
There is no finer picture in American 
life than the work which many of 
these teachers are doing, but they have 
been set a task beyond the ability and 
strength of the wisest and ablest men 
and women. They have been asked 
to take over the entire moral, intellect- 
ual. and esthetic training of the child. 
In the endeavor to do this and by 
means of various influences which 
have been alluded to. education in 
the elementary school, instead of 
meaning a thorough grounding in 
fundamentals, means a smattering of 
many things, some of them important, 
some of them pleasant, and many of 
them mediocre and trivial. Intellect- 
ual discipline has been notably weak- 
ened. and the school system has come 
to be looked upon as the door by which 
every boy and girl is to enter into 
some kind of calling that may afford 
the means of making a living. Tho 
conception that the public school is an 
agency in which any child may be 
taught any subject is fundamentally 
unsound and leads to expense beyond 
any man’s ability to estimate. 

As a result, the schools are over- 
crowded with ill-prepared pupils who 
think they are going to obtain some- 
thing which the school cannot give 
them, nnd whose happiness and use- 
fulness should be found through other 
means. Both financial necessity and 
educational sincerity require that 
those who are responsible for public 
school education shall return to a 
feasible and educationally sound con- 
ception of the school, that they shall 
frankly admit what it can do aud what 
it ought not to attempt, and that they 
bend their efforts to carry out those 
things that are feasible and necessary. 
Financial solvency and educational 
sincerity are to be found along the 
same path 

This reform cannot bo effected in I 
a day. The best that can he hoped) 
is that within a reasonable time our 
faces may be set in this direction. 
Nor can this movement be brought 
about wholly by teachers themselves. 
The question of reform of public edu- 


cation lies in much the same situation 
as that of reform of the law. In the 
United States we have not only the 
national Congress but every state leg- 
islature enacting statutes at a rate un- 
precedented in the history of the 
world. The law today is so compli- 
cated that the ablest legal minds find 
difficulty in tracing a right path 
through this maze of statutes. The 
administration of justice is more and 
more hampered by the great burden of 
legal enactments and of legal mach- 
inery. If justice and popular govern- 
ment are to endure, there must be 
found a way by which this mass of 
statutes and decisions may be placed 
in the background, the principles of 
justice made more clear, and the pro- 
cess of administration of justice made 
simpler, quicker and less expensive. 
This reform is advocated today by the 
ablest and most patriotic members of 
the Bar, but it will require the coop- 
eration of other citizens familiar with 
our politics' and our history and cog- 
nizant of the general nature of the 
law and its working, if it is to be 
brought within reasonable time to ac- 
complishment. In much the same way 
it is greatly to be desired that edu- 
cated men outside the profession of 
the teacher shall interest themselves 
in the general policy of education and 
in the fundamental conception under 
which the schools are to be operated. 
With the cooperation of such men, 
a fundamental reform in education will 
be slow and tedious.

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THE COAL SITUATION 

The Massachusetts Joint Special 
Coni Investigating Committee, after 
spending eight dnys in visiting the 
an thacite district In Pennsylvania 
where It conferred with miners and 
operators, and In conferences with 
Federal officials In Washington, to- 
day made public its observations and 
conclusions after a careful study of 
the information which had been col- 
lected. The committee, which was the 
llrst legislative body, either State or 
Federal, to visit the anthracite mines 
in order to make its observations and 
obtain its information at first hand, 
reports ns follows: 

The production of anthracite coni 
during the early months of the present 
year has been greater than in any 
similar period In the history of the in- 
dustry, but In order to provide suffi- 
cient. anthracite of domestic sizes to 
meet all demands, a substantially con- 
tinuous production is required. The 
wage contract between the operators 
and miners expires on August 31st. 
Within n week the negotiations for a 
new wage contract will begin, at which 
time the miners will present, new and 
serious demands, which were adopted 
on June 29 at the tri-State district 
convention • In Scranton — representing 
155,000 miners in the anthracite fields, 
Districts 1, 7 and 9, United Mine Work- 
ers of America. 

The most important of these de- 
mands call for an increase of 20 per 
cent in the contract wage; $2 a day in- 
crease for men paid by the day; a two- 
year contract with full recognition of 
the union; uiformity and equalization 
of all day rates; the 8-hour day for all 
men employed in and about the mines; 
that where the miner Is paid by the 
car for coal he mines, the system he 
changed so as to provide that the 
miner shall he paid by weight. 

The operators are certain to resist 
these demands, particularly as re- 
gards the wage increase. Tt is thought 
that they will not only decline to 
grant an increase In the wage scale, 
hut will demand a decrease. The de- 
mands on both sids will doubtless be 
put forward in part for trading pur- 
poses. But, however this may he, a 
long period of negotiating will inevi 
taldy follow, and what will happen if 
negotiations run beyond August 31, the 
date of expiration of the old con- 
tract, cannot !>»• foretold. When this 
question was brought up at the min- 
ers’ convention, John L. Lewis, inter- 
national President of the United Mine 
Workers, who presided, declared it was 
a matter that could be left to the 
“sagacity and good judgment of the 
officers.” 

Present indications, as observed by 
the committee and from information 
obtained from operators, miners, and 
in Government circles, are that in any 
t*vent there will he a decline if not an 
actual stoppage in operations after 
August 31. Operators and miners alike 
believe that if there is a cessation of 
operations, it will be for no such dura- 
tion as last year, when the mines 
were closed for nearly six months, and 
that the ultimate result will be a slight 
increase in the cost of coal to the 
consumer and a scarcity, although to a 
lesser degree of severity than that of 
last winter. Federal officials, while 
viewing the situation with deep con- 
cern, declare that no stone will be left 
unturned to prevent a cessation of 
operations. 

The committee found that, based 
upon the distribution figures of the 
past five years, Massachusetts is 
slightly ahead of its average receipts. 
For instance, the committee was in- 
formed that the Hudson Coal Com- 
pany — one of the largest companies 
shipping anthracite to New England 
anti the largest shipper over the 
Boston & Maine and Boston & Al- 
bany Railroads, has obtained 89 per 
cent of its expected production since 
April 1, the beginning of the coal 
year. The company has been unable 
to reach the production it had anti- 
cipated because of a labor shortage. 
This company has shipped 93 per cent 
of the normal supply to Massachu- 
setts, based on the expected produc- 
tion. which shows that Massachusetts 
received more than its proportionate 
allotment. 

On April 1 of the present year, 
Massachusetts had only 181,887 tons 
of* domestic anthra< ite on hand, as 
compared with 726,611 on April 1 of 
a year ago. During April and May, 
Massachusetts received 1,015,955 tons, 
according to the figures compiled by 
the State Commission on Necessaries 
of Life, and the deliveries amounted 
to 873,709 tons — leaving a balance on 
hand, as of June 1, amounting to 
324,133 tons. 

During the coal year from April 
1. 1921 to April 1, 1922 the total de- 
liveries in, Massachusetts amounted 
to 5*243.415 tons. Assuming that re- 
ceipts during June, July and August 
this year will be at the. same rate as 
during April and May of this year, 
Massachusetts can expect 1,500,000 
more tons of anthracite before Sep- 
ember 1. Adding the stock on hand 
on April l. 1 1 8,887 tons, to the re 
ceipts for April and May of 1,015,955 
tons, and the expected receipts for 
June, July and August of 1,500,000 
tons, brings the total of 2,697,842 
tons as the probable supply on hand 
in Massachusetts at the time of the 
expiration of the wage contract be- 
tween the operators and miners. It 
will he seen that this supply will rep- 
resent barely one half of the min- 
imum requirements of the State for 
the winter months. 

If after September 1 there is a de- 
cline in production, or u complete 
cessation of operations for any length 
of time, the people of Massachusetts 
will have to depend in part upon the 
use of substitutes if they are to keep 
the^r homes warm.

INSECTS BREED IN MILLIONS 

Progeny of Some Flies Might Even 
Be Counted in Billions, Before 
the End of One Summer. 

The wonderful profusion with which 
she distributes living things Is one of 
nature’s most astonishing feats. 

We aro accustomed to regard as 
fairly densely populated with human 
beings: our own country, for example, 
contains nearly 50,000,000 ; China 
ubout 400,000,000. and the whole world 
nearly 2,000,000,000 men, women and 
children, says London Tit-Bits. 

But mankind Is one of the smallest 
of nature’s races. A single cupful of 
pond water may contain more living 
creatures — not counting microbes or 
plants — than the entire human popula- 
tion of the earth ! 

Prof. J. Arthur Thomson has de- 
clared that there are at least 2,500,000 
different kinds of insects and It Is 
certain that the Insects of the world, 
If ull were put Into one gigantic scale 
pan, would euslly outweigh the whole 
of the rest of the population, both 
human and animal. 

The greenfly that destroys our rose- 
bushes breeds at a utupendous rate. 
All those we see are females und they 
give birth every few days to teeming 
broods of youngsters, which are full- 
grown in a matter of hours. 

Huxley calculated that if the prog- 
eny of a single greenfly all survived 
and bred, they would in one summer 
outweigh every mnn, woman and child 
in China. It Is lucky that the green- 
fly’s enemies — chiefly young ladybirds 
— have appetites sufficient to keep the 
pest In check. 


APPEAL FOR FAIR TREATMENT 

How Portugal Makes Her Citizens 
Thoughtful of the Value of 
Her Forests. 

Travelers in Portugal report that In 
many places where timber trees are to 
be found — in woods, parks and gar- 
dens — one sees the following inscrip- 
tion, headed "To the Wayfarer.” 

"Ye who pass by and would raise 
your hand against me, harken ere you 
harm me.

x- Nature’s Wonderful Work. 

A pair of rats will have 100 young 
ones in a year, and us the young can 
breed at the age of four months, the 
family, including children and grand- 
children, would number, if unchecked. 
2,012 in a year. It seems that nature 
first Invented ways of letting animals 
multiply rapidly and then, becoming 
frightened of her handiwork, devised 
means for keeping them in check. 

But these figures are us nothing when 
we turn to the lower walks of life. 
Professor Lornnde observed one family 
of tiny microscopic creatures for five 
years. These minute things multiply 
by the simple process of splitting up 
Into two complete living parts, and they 
do it once every sixteen hours. 

During the five years the family pro- 
duced millions <»f generations. Hail all 
survived their combined mass would 
have been 10,000 times as big as that 
of the earth. 


Chivalrous Grocers. 

First on the list of public bodies In 
England to recognize woman’s rights, 
stands the Worshipful Company of 
Grocers of the City of London, in- 
corporated by Edward III In 1345. 
These gallant grocers not only ad- 
mitted "sisters of the fraternity” to 
their guild but oven Invited ladles 
who were not members to share In 
their feasts. This historic company 
was amalgamated with the pepperers 
and splcers and for some centuries 
also included the apothecaries; more- 
over there is a connection between 
the Grocers’ company and the Bank 
of England that dutes back to the 
very birth of the Old Lady of Thread- 
needle street. It was In Grocers' 
hull that the governor and company 
of the Bank of England held their 
Courts between ltK >4 and 1734 . 


Alarm Bell for Boiling Milk. 

The "lactaboU” is u device that rings 
an alarm when the milk is boiling. The 
Instrument comprises an ordinary bell 
gi ng fitted at the top of a tube con- 
taining u fusible composition that 
melts nt a temperature equal to the 
scalding point of milk, or about 1M 
degrees Fahrenheit. The tube Is placed 
in u saucepan containing cold milk, 
being hung on the Inside of the rim by 
means of a pair of hooks und the 
saucopun Is then placed on the fire. 
As smut as the milk reaches scalding 
point the fusible composition softens 
ami allows a ratchet wheel to move. 
A strong spring then draws the strlk 
or, causing it to strike the gong sharp- 
ly and warn the housewife to remove 
the saucepan.

Origin of Welsh Language. 

Whil • some Welshmen claim that 
the Welsh language was that spoken 
by Adam and Eve, others more modest 
only insist that It was one of the 
original languages spoken at the Tower 
of Babel. Some cynics admit this, and 
tell the story of Its origin thus: 

One of the masons at the top of the 
tower had plenty of mortar but no 
bricks. The tower had reached such 
a height that he could not make the 
man below hear him when he called 
for more bricks.

“What?” Then the mason, exasper- 
ated, threw down a trowel of mortar 
which, lodging In the throat of the 
mnn below, resulted in his speaking 
Welsh for the first time, and accounts 
for the guttural character of the lan- 
guage.

MAKER OF MANY EPIGRAMS 

Also John Randolph of Roanoke Will 
Rank as One of the Greatest 
of America's Sons. 

John Rnndolph of Ronnoke, Ameri- 
can orator and statesman, died In Phil- 
adelphia in 1833, deserted by many of 
his old-time friends and a physical 
wreck through the use of optutn. 
Nearing the end lie attributed the fail- 
ure of his life to “ungovernable tem- 
per'’ and he died with the word “re- 
morse” on his lips. 

Here are some of Randolph’s epi- 
grams: “I am an aristocrat — I love 
liberty, I hate equality.” “Asking one 
of the states to surrender part of her 
sovereignty is like asking a lady to 
surrender part of her chastity.” "Stick 
to a friend a little in the wrong.” “No 
man was ever satisfied to be half a 
king.” “The three degrees of compari- 
son — begging, borrowing and stealing.” 

"Pay as you go” was a political 
proverb that Randolph started on its 
rounds. He hung tills saying on Mar- 
tin Van Iiuren, that “he always rowed 
to his object with muftled oars.” Van 
Buren was a “gumshoer,” in the par- 
lance of the Twentieth century. Of 
Clay he said, “Clay’s eye is on the 
presidency, but my eye Is upon him.” 
Referring to England’s naval strength 
in 1812 nnd Madison’s pamphlet on 
“neutral rights” Randolph said, 
"Agnlnst 800 ships in commission we 
enter the lists with a three shilling 
pamphlet.” 


HAVE THEIR DISTINCT VOICES 


Lovers of the Wild Easily Able to 
Recognize “Tongues’* by 
Which Trees Speak. 

It may not be generally known, but 
it Is perfectly true, that it is quite pos- 
sible to recognize trees by tlieir voices, 
though not, of course, so simple a 
matter as that of identifying birds. In 
summer, the sounds are produced by 
the leaves rubbing against ench other, 
nnd trees with small leaves, like the 
birch, for Instance, speak In much 
more rapid tones than do the large- 
leaved chestnuts. 

Like the cuckoo, trees change tlieir 
notes with the seasons. A dry leaf 
produces a different sound from a soft 
one. Tennyson the poet mentions the 
“dr.v-tonged laurels’ pattering talk.” 
In autumn all trees have drier leaves 
thnn in spring. In winter trees talk 
through their twigs. Thick branches 
produce lower notes thnn thin ones, ns 
Professor Humphreys has pointed out, 
nnd when the branches vary in size the 
range of notes Is correspondingly great- 
er. Hence the muffled plaint of the 
oak and the sibilant sigh of the pines. 
The murmur of the forest Is really the 
whisperings of Innumerable voices, 
ench with its own distinctive character, 
blended into one current of sound. — 
Montreal Family Herald. 


Found Nearsightedness a Boon. 

Most persons pity sufferers oi my- 
opia, which is n blurring of the vision 
through nearsightedness. But one vie* 
tlme of the nfilictlon, a theatergoer, 
says his nearsightedness Is a distinct 
advantage. 

“Being a lover of beauty, when I go 
to the theater I like to see loveliness 
all about me,” he said. “.Now, you 
know that one of the disappointing 
tilings you can look at is makeup at 
close range. Yet we all like to sit 
close enough to the stage to hear 
clearly. 

“Through my nearsightedness the 
garisliness of the paint is softened and 
I see only a becoming glow on the 
cheeks of the players. When my 
friends have told me of unheautiful 
tilings wh}cb they hnvp seen upon t lie 
stage I have felt grateful that my 
eyes are slightly dulled by myopia." — 
New York Sun. 


Original “United States." 

There were only 13 original col- 
onies, and New York state lias never 
been included in New England. The 
“Thirteen United Colonies” that sent 
delegates to the Continental congress 
on September 13, 1775, and afterward 
called themselves the “United States” 
were Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, New Hampshire, New 
York, New Jersey, Georgia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania. Delaware and Maryland. The 
colony of Maine belonged to Massachu- 
setts and Vermont was claimed both by 
New Hampshire and New York. Ver- 
mont was admitted into the Union as 
the fourteenth state on March 4, 17.1)1. 
The New England states are Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire, Vermont und Maine. 


Natural Curiosity. 

A natural curiosity is the “Devil’s 
Well" In Washington, 35 miles north of 
Spokane. This well is a cylindrical 
shaft. 40 feet In diameter, sunk by 
some natural agency in solid basalt 
rock on a mountain top. The water 
level varies according to atmospheric 
conditions, the average being about 30 
feet below the mouth of the well. The 
swirling water with logs floating on its 
surface Is said to Inspire a feeling of 
awe as one stands at the brink and 
looks along the smooth, sheer walls 
into its blue depths.

ODD BELIEF FIRMLY ROOTED 


Bushmen, Who 8hould Know Better, 
Insist Puff Adder Can Make 
Long-Distance Jump. 

One of the greatest causes for dread 
to be found In the African Jungle Is 
"snnkes" and every enmp fire brings 
to light fresh stories of reptile ter- 
rors. 

There Is one camp topic that sup- 
plies more thrills even than the Ros- 
ter caves, and that is snakes. You 
have only to say "snakes,” and ns 
though you said "ptsa” to a pack of 
keen dogs, everyone at the “rondslt” 
is off on full tongue after mambas, 
cobras, ringhnls, sboap-stlcker, puff- 
adder, and python ; and of all the 
yarns that are related, says a well- 
known traveler, I swear nothing will 
beat the absolutely rooted belief that 
a puff-adder can and does jump back- 
wards over if full-sized tent wagon! 
A man has told mo with evident sin- 
cerity tlint he lias “seen It." Yes I 
He lias seen four feet of puff-ndder 
that is ini Ht on lines of immobility—- 
spring backwards and spring ten feet 
high! However, every, puff-adder I 
have had the honor to meet declined, 
even at the threat of death, to spring 
nn inch. What he did was to anchor 
three parts of his bloated body on 
the ground, and then lunge with the 
fourth part. His reach might be a 
foot, and as his fangs are long and 
curved he gives the appearance of 
“striking backwards ’ because the head 
Is lifted to bring the long fangs into 
position. An active puff-adder, very 
angry, can exert itself to strike, pre- 
pare, and strike again — thus covering, 
say, two feet in two swift lunges. The 
Idea that this sluggish reptile can 
spring clear of the ground is ridicu- 
lous, yet it prevails among a class 
of men whose business takes them 
into the veldt, and who are proud of 
their observation powers. 


RELIC OF SPANISH ARMADA? 


Anchor Fished Up Off Scottish Coast 
Is Thought to Be Three 
Centuries Old. 

Not long ago the crew of an Eng- 
lish trawler engaged in lobster fishing, 
near Ivinsale, had great difficulty in 
getting their anchor aboard. It was 
firmly fixed In some massive, hard 
substance in the sand bank. 

When at last they succeeded in 
bringing it to the surface, there was 
attached to it a .very ancient anchor, 
five tons in weight, the shank being 
over ten feet long and the bend of 
equal proportions. Fastened to the 
anchor was a small cannon. 

This anchor, which probably be- 
longed to one of the ships of the 
Spanish armada, wrecked on this 
const, has become covered with marine 
matter, and this, in the three centuries 
during which it had been embedded in 
the sand, lmd been converted into a 
rocky fossil substance. 

The anchor Is, of course, consider- 
ably worn, but it still presents a very 
massive appearance, and must have 
belonged to a very large ship. 


Tennis Under Difficulties. 

Tennis in the South Sea islands 
is not as delightful as it might be, 
although it has its ardent devotees. 
Play usually commenced in the al- 
leged “cool” of the evening. The 
players wore shirts and a vest, noth- 
ing else, and with inch-thick rubber 
glued to the soles of their shoes by 
way of protection against the heat and 
hardness of the courts. In five min- 
utes everybody would be a mere drip* 
ping rag of profuse perspiration. But 
no matter, it was tennis, though argu- 
ments across the nets seemed the 
player’s strongest point. One of these 
resulted in a bet as to who would win 
a game played in diver’s helmet and 
boots, respectively. It was put to the 
test with the utmost gravity and 
resulted in a dead heat, the man 
in the helmet being unable to see 
through his three glass windows 
quickly enough to take the ball, and 
the booted competitors being unable 
to move. 


Long Trip for Tomatoes. 

John Bull grows some tomatoes but 
not nearly enough for his demands 
so that he depends upon the outside 
fields. The growing of tomatoes forms 
the largest industry in the Canary 
islands, and the manner In which the 
fruit is consigned to foreign markets 
is n tribute to the efficiency of the 
shippers. Owing to the long Journey 
overseas the tomatoes have to be 
picked when they are turning from 
green to yellow and they ripen on the 
voyage. Long years of experience 
have taught the growers exactly 
when to gather their crops for con- 
sumption abroad, and although the 
fruit has not the same delicate flavor 
possessed by home grown, they are 
received in England in great quanti- 
ties between the regulur seasons.— 
Chicago Tribune.

WROUGHT WONDERS IN STONE 

Work of Architects of the Twelfth 
Century Stand as a Challenge 
to the World. 

The most laboriously wrought stone 
carving In the world, the temple of 
('henna Kcrnvn, at Belur. Indln, was 
built in the Twelfth century to cele- 
brate the conversion to Vishnuism of a 
Jain ruler. Fergusson says of this par- 
ticular temple: “The amount of labor 
which each particular facet of this 
porch displays is such as never was 
bestowed on any surface of equal ex- 
tent in any building in the world.” 

Another masterpiece of sculptured 
stone, at Ilullnhld, India, ten miles 
from Belur, is greatly ruined now, and 
many of its gems have been removed 
to the museum at Bangalore. When 
Intact it wns the finest specimen of 
Indian art in existence. This column 
Is one of the most marvelous exhibi- 
tions of human lubor to be found even 
In the patient East — far surpasses any- 
thing in Gothic art. The effects are 
said to be just what the medieval 
n reflects- were aiming at, but which 
they never attained so perfectly ns 
wns done at Ilullnhld. Fergusson fur- 
ther says, placing the Hullabid temple 
and the Parthenon in Athens as the 
two extremes of architecture: “It 
would be possible to arrange all the 
buildings of the world between these 
two extremes, ns they tended toward 
the severe Intellectual purity of the 
one or the playful, exuberant fancy of 
the other; but perfection, if It existed, 
would he somewhere near the mean.” 


HELD IN MUD FOR CENTURIES 

Delicate Organisms Have Been Won- 

drously Preserved During the Up- 
building of the World. 

Fragments of a colony of marine ani- 
mals on a slab of black rock, with 
many trilobltes (dark) and shells of 
the Sidney crab (light), were discov- 
ered by C. D. Wnlcott on Mount Wnp- 
tn. These creatures lived before the 
day of the fish or any other vertebrate 
animal, and when land plants, and 
even marine vegetable life, were al- 
most unrepresented. Other animals 
of the sen, however, existed in great 
profusion, and here and there condi- 
tions were so favorable for their burial 
in the mud and sand of the Cambrian 
sea that they were preserved un- 
broken, and throughout all the proc- 
esses of rock-making and mountain- 
building escaped destruction. 

In one of these favorable places in 
the Canadian Rockies the most delicate 
of organisms, like the jelly fish, have 
been so exquisitely preserved that one 
can hardly realize that they were 
buried in the mud fifteen to twenty 
million years ago, and have remained 
undisturbed while several miles of 
thickness of sediment were deposited 
over them, changed into rock, elevated 
into mountain masses, and later eroded 
into the present mountains and can- 
yons. 


China’s Sacred Mountains. 

Thousands of pilgrims come every 
year from all parts of China to visit 
the shrines and temples of the sacred 
mountain of Hunan. Nan Yoh Shan, 
one of the five sacred peaks of China. 
Early in October more than 10.000 pil- 
grims arrive daily. Some of the pil- 
grims travel from their hoiqes on foot, 
coming great distances. They kneel 
ami bow their beads down to the little 
stools, which they carry in their hands, 
every five, seven or ten steps, accord- 
ing to the vow they have made. At 
one end of the stools are made sticks 
of incense, the burning of which is part 
of their worship. 

In a large majority of the cases the 
vows have been made on behalf of a 
sick mother, and the journeys are 
taken as an expression of thanksgiv- 
ing in case of recovery, or as a prayer 
for mercies In the other world In case 
of a fatal issue of the illnesS. 


Pigeons in Primitive Times. 

Pigeons have been domesticated 
from the earliest times. They were 
looked upon with much affection by 
primitive peoples, and one of the in- 
dications of wealth was the number of 
dovecotes a man possessed. Mention 
of turtledoves and pigeons in the Bible 
usually is in connection with sacrifice. 
As in the case of the parents of Jesus 
(Luke 2:24), the poor were allowed to 
bring, instead of a lamb, two turtle- 
doves or two young pigeons. 

The first known law for bird pro- 
teetion. found In Deuteronomy 29:0, 
forbiding the killing of a mother bird 
on the nest, probably was largely for 
the benefit of the pigeon. Pliny wrote 
of pigeons, especially noting their man- 
ner In drinking — "not holding up their 
bills between whiles.” 


Yes, He Was First-Class. 

Bart Kennedy, chief deck steward of 
n transatlantic liner, tells this one: 

One morning between six and sev- 
en o’clock a second-class passenger 
climbed over the first class promenade 
to enjoy a stroll on the long deck. He 
did some lively walking and some 
fancy calisthenics. A sailor was scrub- 
bing the deck, and, feeling that he 
should not permit the rules of the 
ship to be broken even at that early 
hour, Intercepted t lie passenger and 
asked :

DEATH OF MR. J. E. LYNCH 

Mr. J. Eugene Lynch, who until his 
retirement within a year, was a part- 
ner in the Boston firm of Lynch & 
Woodward, heating and ventillating 
contractors, died suddenly Tuesday 
morning at his home at 251 Grant 
avenue, Newton Centre, where he had 
lived since 1918. Mr. Lynch had been 
about almost until the time of his 
death and had played golf within the 
past week at the Wollaston Golf Club 
links, where he had long been a mem- 
ber.

He was horn in Windham, Conn., 
where he spent his early life until as 
a young man he went to Chicago to go 
into the steamfitting business.

Woodward, with whom he continued in 
active business until lust July, when 
both of them retired, leaving the busi- 
ness to tie conducted by others under 
the name of Lynch & Woodward Com- 
pany, Inc. The firm had a wide repu- 
tation and installed heating and venti- 
lating systems in many of the largest 
buildings in the Eastern part of the 
United States. 

For many years Mr. Lynch resided 
in the Elm Hill district of Roxbury. 
He had a keen interest in rifle and 
trap shooting. He had travelled 
widely in the United States and abroad 
and for several years had spent his 
winters at Miami, Fla. Last winter he 
was at Porto Rico. His wife died in 
December, 1921, and because of that 
he abandoned a plan for making a trip 
around the world. Surviving Mr. 
Lynch are two daughters, Mrs. Bald- 
win Field of Newton, and Mrs. George 
D. MacPherson of Newtonville; also a 
son, Eugene E. Lynch a brother, John 
Lynch of Chicago, and a sister, who 
lives at Windham, Conn.

Greenland Once FertileT 

Owing to *he vast fields of ice, ex- 
cept on smaM strips of coast line, and 
the arctic temperature, there is very 
little vegetation in Greenland. The 
country, however, exports whale anti 
seul oil, eiderdown, fox and seal skins. 
There is a cryolite mine at Iviytut, 
and copper, lead, iron und zinc are 
found. There are also large cod and 
haddock fisheries on the west coust, 
the whole trade being a monopoly of 
the Danish government. The popula- 
tion on the coast is about 13, -100 Eski- 
mos and some 300 DuDes. There are 
traditions thut Greenland had once a 
considerable population and a fertile 
coast line, before the ice fringe formed 
about it.

EARLY DISCOVERY OF AMERICA 

Northmen Said to Have Known of 

the Great Continent Long Before 
Columbus Was Born. 

It Is said by persons who have given 
attention to the subject that the 
Northmen were well acquainted with 
the east coast of North America nearly 
500 years before the first celebrated 
voyage of Columbus. It Is said to have 
been accidentally discovered by an Ice- 
landic navigator, while endeavoring to 
make the coast of Greenland, in the 
year 1001. From that time, for about 
350 years, the Intercourse of the Ice- 
landic Normans with Tlollulnnd (New- 
foundland).

This fact is ns extraordinary 
nnd Inexplicable ns that, about the 
same time, or soon after, they disap- 
peared In like manner from the west 
coast of Greenland.

MADE ENEMIES BY HIS PEN 

Voltaire, Great French Writer, Twice 

Sent to the Bastille for Attacks 
, on Government. 

Jean Francois Marie Arouet, who 
Is better known by his assumed name 
of Voltaire, owed much of Ills grneo In 
society to tho celebrated French cour- 
tesan, Ninon de LTnclos. He was also 
Indebted to her for a substantial leg- 
acy which was Ids upon her death. 

Voltaire early came Into conflict 
with the government nnd it was his 
pen which got him Into tho predica- 
ment, It Is recorded. Louis XIV had 
died nnd the duke of Orlenns was ap- 
pointed regent during the minority of 
the young successor to the throne. 
Voltaire Improved the opportunity to 
write a sarcastic piece about the re- 
gent, nnd for his trouble he was ar- 
rested nnd thrown into the Bastille. 
On his release his play "Oedipe” was 
produced nnd soon nfter governmental 
quarrels lnnded the man of letters In 
the Bnstllle again. 

On his second release from prison 
Voltaire Journeyed to England. Upon 
his return he devoted himself to writ- 
ing and to commercial pursuits, which 
enabled him to live In case the re- 
mainder of his life. 

As the years passed Voltnlre became 
bitter In his attacks upon the church 
and he became thoroughly hated by 
the clergy. When lie died In 1778 the 
cure of St. Sulpice refused him bur- 
ial.

Puritans Had No Scruples In Thus 
Employing the Enemies They 
Captured in Battle. 

The Indian captives In enrly Mas- 
sachusetts wars were divided in lota 
and assigned to housekeepers. Even 
the gentle Roger Williams once wrote 
for "one of the drove of Adam’s de- 
generate seed” to serve ns his slave. 

Rev. Peter Thatcher of Milton, 
Mass., bought nn Indian In 1G73 for 
£5 down nnd £5 more at the end of 
the year — a high-priced servant for the 
times. One of her duties was to take 
care of the Thatcher Infant. Shortly 
after the purchase, the reverend gen- 
tleman mnde this entry In his diary ; 

"Came home nnd found my Indian 
girl had liked to have knocked my 
Theodornh on tho head by letting her 
fall. Whereupon I took a good wal- 
nut stick nnd beat the Indian to pur- 
pose till she promised to do so no 
more." 

The Puritans sold Indian captives 
as slaves to the West Indies. King 
Fhllip’s wife nnd child were thus sold 
nnd died there. Their story was told 
In scathing language by Edward 
Everett.

Herodotus tells us that In Egypt 
a great king built a magnificent road 
across the sands for the transporta- 
tion of materials for the Pyramids, 
employing for this purpose 100,000 
men for a period of ten years. This 
road was built of massive stone 
blocks and was lined on both sides 
with mausoleums, stntues and temples. 
Traces of what may have been a part 
of tills ancient highway are today 
found near the great Pyramids and 
comprise what Is probably the oldest 
remains of a road surfaced with stone. 
Early historians write of wonderful 
roads radiating from the city of 
Babylon nbout 2000 It. C. nnd run- 
ning to Susu, Ecbntana, Sardis and 
Nineveh, as having been paved with 
brick. The ancient Persians, Assy- 
rians, Carthaginians, Chinese and 
Peruvians were all renowned road- 
builders. Their works, however, have 
passed away.

FIRST BLUE-STOCKING CLUB 


Association Said to Have Originated 
in Venice, Though It Is Credited 
to England. 

Tho expression "Bluo Stocking” Is 
applied, sometimes a frlflo scornfully, 
*lt» a woman who Is unusually horned. 
The term originated In Venice when 
In 1400 n society was formed of ladles 
nnd gentlemen calling themselves 
“della cnlzn” — all the members of the 
society being distinguished by the 
wearing of blue stockings. The Idea 
was taken up In Paris and became the 
rage among the lady savants of that 
city. From France It came to England 
In 1780 when Mrs. Montague displayed 
the badge of the Bns-hlcu club at her 
assemblies. Mr. Stillinglleet, a con- 
stant attendant of the soirees, went by 
the name of Blue-Stockings. Boswell 
In his life of Dr. Samuel Johnson tells 
something of the first of the blue 
stockings In England, nnd although 
he writes os If the club had originated 
In England Instead of Venice, his ac- 
count Is Interesting. He says: “One 
of the most eminent members of those 
societies, when they first commenced 
was Mr. Stillingflcet, whose dress was 
remnrkably grave nnd In particular It 
was observed that he wore blue .stock- 
ings. Such was the excellence of his 
conversation that his absence was felt 
ns so great a loss that It used to be 
said: “We can do nothing without 
the ‘blue stockings,’ and thus by de- 
grees the title was established.” Bos- 
well concludes by saying that “Doctor 
Johnson was prevailed with to come 
sometimes Into these circles, and did 
not think himself too grave even for 
the lively Miss Moncton (a prominent 
member of the society).” 


FEW WALK IN STRAIGHT LINE 


Physical Imperfections Cause Pedes- 
trians to Take a Zigzag Course 
in Their Journeyings, 

How do you walk? Do you proceed 
In a straight line or zigzag from side 
to side? 

If you watch a number of pedes- 
trians you will find that nine out of 
ten bear to the - right, return to their 
proper course, and then start swerving 
to the right again. 

This Is because our right leg Is 
more fully developed and stronger 
than our left. A left-handed person 
usually swerves to the left In walk- 
ing, for In his ense the left side Is the 
more powerful.

This Is because 
the deaf stoop slightly on the side on 
which they can hear least.

Even people who are per- 
fectly well physically nnd whose bodies 
ere evenly developed zigzag In their 
walk. This is because their thoughts 
wander and their legs have not suf- 
ficient guidance.

OWL “STOOPS TO CONQUER" 

Only Two Lessons Needed to Teaoh 
Dog the Wisdom of Leaving 
the Bird Unmolested. 

Not long ago, writes n contributor, 1 
learned of the tactics of a certain owl 
In defending Itself that were both 
amusing nnd interesting. Whether the 
method is common among owls, I do 
not know ; the bird practiced it on 
more than one occasion. 

The owl was a great big-headed crea 
ture captured in the woods nnd tied 
with a rope to a stake In the yard. 
Its enemy was the dog, which seemed 
to think that it was a common fowl. 
Of course the thing to do was to bark 
nnd to frighten It Into flight. But bark- 
ing had no effect whatever except to 
make the dreadful eyes glow more 
brightly nnd to produce a sort of sharp 
snnpplng that seemed to come from the 
bill, which wns almost bidden among 
the feathers. After some time the dog 
made a fierce run. 

Not n move did the owl make. Not 
a feather twitched; but the eyes 
glowed like fire, and snap, snap went 
the bill. Suddenly just as the dog 
came close the bird went over on its 
bnck in n heap. It was an undignified 
position surely, but there was a pur- 
pose In it. 

Tlie dog, assuming that the strange 
bird had fallen upon the ground In 
fright, dashed up and thrust his nose 
among the feathers. Instantly steel- 
like claws, sharp as knives, fnstened 
upon him and with a yell of terror and 
pain he tore loose and ran for his life. 
Solemn nnd apparently harmless stood 
the owl ns before. 

It wns too much for the dog. An- 
other rush brought him again within 
reaching distance of the strange enemy. 
Once more the bird fell on its bnck, 
and once more the dog thrust his nose 
into the feathers only to feel the cruel 
talons sink Into his tender nose; with 
a yelp he tied. From the shelter of 
the porch he viewed the strnnge bird — 
no longer a dignified barn fowl, but a 
dreadful monster to be let absolutely 
alone. — Youth’s Companion.

ALWAYS RACE OF WARRIORS 

Roman Historian Paid Tribute to the 
Fighting Qualities cf the Piets 
Early In History. 

Piets Is the name by which, for five 
and n half centuries — 290 to 844 A. D. 
— the people that inhabited eastern 
Scotland, from the Forth to the Pent- 
lnnd firth, were known. In certain 
chronicles they are styled Plcti, Pic- 
tones, Pictures, or Plccnrdalg — all 
forms of the same root ; but sometimes 
the native Gaelic name of Cruthnig Is 
applied to them, and their country 
called Cruithen-tuath, the equivalent 
of the Latin Pictavla and Old Norse 
Pettlaiul, which still survives In the 
name of the Pentland firth. In their 
wars In Britain the Romans came Into 
collision with the Piets. One Roman 
or Latin writer of that time speaks of 
“the Caledonians and other Piets,” 
which implies the inclusion of the for- 
mer In the latter people. The well- 
known Roman historian, Tacitus, calls 
Scotland north of the Firths of Forth 
nnd Clyde, Caledonia, and he describes 
the Caledonians ns a noble race of 
barbarians, who fight in chariots as 
well as on foot, with long swords nnd 
short shields, nnd whose fair red hair 
and large limbs argued a Teutonic 
origin. 

The Highlanders of today are of 
Celtic origin. The prefix, mac, mean- 
ing son of, is from the Gaelic. 


Haughty Capitalist.

Labor 
troubles in tills country were almost 
unheard of then, though at infre- 
quent intervals an employee would find 
n grievance against his employer. That 
of the machinist whom Mr. A. B. Far- 
quhur tells of in his hook “The First 
Million the Hardest," Is certainly 
amusing, viewed at this date.

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CHAMBER OF CO MMERCE 

Directors Hold Interesting Meeting and Trans- 
act Important Business 


ACCEPTS NEW POSITION ! TWO NEWTON BOYS INJURED 


The Directors of the t Newton Cham- 
ber of Commerce voted at a meeting 
held last week to Invite executives of 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Railway 
Company to be present at the next 
meeting of the Board ami discuss 
plans to remedy the dangerous and 
unsatisfactory conditions In connec- 
tion with the street surface between 
and Immediately adjacent to the tracks 
of the company on Walnut Street. 

The Chamber Interested Itself In 
this situation late last summer, as a 
result of which a special appropriation 
of $7500 was made by the Board of 
Aldermen for resurfacing that part of 
Walnut street occupied by the* street 
railway tracks from Newtonville 
Square to Commonwealth Avenue. 
This amount became available too late 
in the fall to be used and, at the end 
of the year, reverted back to the sur- 
plus fundB of the city. 

Since weather conditions again be- 
came favorable for outside construc- 
tion work the Street Railway Com- 
mittee of the Chamber has been mak- 
ing an effort to arrange for a new 
appropriation to replace that which 
was made last year. Various obstacles 
have been encountered and, in an ef- 
fort to find a way to bring about a de- 
gree of co-operation between the city 
and street railway system that will 
permit more rapid progress the pro- 
posed conference is to be arranged. 

While there are various locations in 
the city where the old-time block pav- 
ing in connection with the street rail- 
way tracks is in unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, that on Walnut street is perhaps 
the most serious, where the conditions 
are among the most aggravated in the 
entire city and exist for an extended 
distance on one of the busiest 
thoroughfares of the city. Through 
the interest of Mayor Childs and other 
city officials a section in front of the 
high school buildings, about eight 
hundred feet in length, was resurfaced 
last year, the improvement being such 
and the contrast so marked that resi- 
dents along this section of Walnut 
street, with many others who use the 
street, have become more insistent 
than ever that something be done to 


make the centre of this important 
street safe for traffic. 

That both the city and street rail- 
way^ company are apparently ready 
and 'willing to do something to correct 
the conditions has been evident in 
many wnys, and the Chamber 
Directorate believes it to be its duty 
to endeavor to ascertain just what 
each is willing to do and to make an 
effort to bring about some co-operative 
agreement similar to those worked out 
and adopted In various other cities 
where similar problems have de- 
manded solution. 

Those present at the Director’s meet- 
ing were: President, Rupert C. Thomp- 
son, Vice-Presidents, Leon B. Rogers, 
George J. Martin, and George A. 
Schade, with Mayor Edwin O. Childs, 
City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett, 
John H. Gordon, William H. Rice. 
Frank L. Richardson, and Thomas J. 
Sullivan of the Board, and the secre- 
tary. 

An interesting feature of the meet- 
ing was an informal report by the 
secretary as to the Chamber activities 
and Development during the past few 
weeks. A membership of 1536 was re- 
ported and 257 applications for mem- 
bership were presented and approved. 
Of this number, 62 were applications 
for business membership and the re- 
mainder for city membership. 

The report as to the financial condi- 
tion of the Chamber was satisfactory, 
showing only current obligations, a 
substanial balance on hand, and a sub- 
Btanial balance due the Chamber from 
unpaid dues. It is expected that practi- 
cally all of the latter will be received 
in due time. The financial report of 
the Newton Progress was submitted 
for the first 12 weeks of its publication 
and was gratifying in many respects, 
indicating that the Progress was being 
maintained on a self-sustaining basis 
in accordance with the original plan 
of the Mercantile Division Committee. 

The resignation of Treasurer Harold 
Moore was received at this meeting, 
and accepted with regret by the Board. 
Mr. Moore has been treasurer of the 
Chamber since early in 1922, and re-

Mr. Anson T. Leary, Community 
Secretary of the Newton Centre-New- 
ton Highlands Community Work 
brnnch of the Y. M. C. A. Is leaving 
Newton on August 1st, to accept a 
position ns general secretary of the 
Y. M. C. A. at Westport, Connecticut. 
In his new field Mr. Leary will not only 
continue his present type of work, but 
will also have a building in which to 
conduct some of the activities. 

“Pop” Leary, as he is familiary 
known to boys and girls throughout 
the city, came to Newton in May, 1919, 
after being discharged from Camp Lee, 
Va. For more than four years he has 
been in charge of all athletic, social 
and religious work of the “Y” in the 
South Side.

tan Park System. Lower Falls Play- 
ground ofT Grove Street. Waban Play- 
ground next to the Angler School. 
Newton Upper Falls Playground off 
Chestnut Street, Upper Falls Bath- 
house on Upper Falls Playground. 
Newton Highlands Playground off 
Winchester Street. Newton Centre 
Playground. Thompsonville Play- 
ground on the side of Institution Hill. 

Besides the children’s games and 
older play special attention is given 
to schedules in Baseball, flstball, rope 
quoits, iron quoits, croquet and track 


I and field work. In any of these actlvi- 
, Ges The children get expert advice and 
attention. Besides this there is a 
director of Occupation Work for the 
boys who is teaching the making of 
toys and articles of interest to boys 
such side-walk coaster rollers, boats, 
water wheels, etc. The girls and littl* 
children have a woman supervisor 
who teaches activities such as needle 
work, basketry, weaving, etc. This 
work Is always very attractive to our 
youngsters. A story teller Is also 
making the rounds of the playgrounds 
and appears on every playground 
once or twice a week. These stories 
are not only interesting to the chil- 
dren but will Interest the parents al- 
so. 

In connection with the story telling 
and occupation play we advise the 
parents to have the children find out 
the exact honrs when children can* 
find the special instructor there. The 
occupation play Is a most valuable 
activity to train the hand and eye of a 
child. Inquire of the local director 
when the specialists come to the 
grounds. The specialists have regular 
hours and regular days. 

Another branch of playground 
activity for little children and older 
girls is folk dancing and aesthetic 
dancing. This will start in full force 
next week. The playground directors 
are now getting a special small course 
in new folk dancing. 

Regular swimming places are being 
maintained at Auburndale, Upper 
Falls, Crystal Lake and Allison. These 
places are, of course, supervised from 
morning until dark. There are special 
days at each of these places which are 
reserved for the girls for swimming. 
A woman swimming instructor comes 
to every one of these places. The

ORIGIN OF HUMANE SOCIETIES 

According to Records, They Were Fire* 
Instituted in England About a 
Century Ago. 

Ilumnne societies are celebrating the 
fact tlint laws for the protection of 
animals have been In existence for 100 
years. In 1822 an act of parliament 
was passed In England which provided 
for a punishment for the "ill treat- 
ment of cattle,” and the act was intro- 
duced by a man named Richard Mar- 
tin, who was called ‘‘Humanity .Mar- 
tin” because of his Introduction and 
support of this law. Naturally the 
passage of the hill brought a great 
deal of opposition. 

The opponents wanted to know why 
the punishment should not be Inflicted 
for boiling lobsters and eating live 
oysters. Martin not only passed the 
law, but was the first complainant un- 
der It. He found a driver who was 
mercilessly beating a donkey. The 
poor animal was dragged Into court, 
and very much to the surprise of the 
court room crowd, the driver was 
found guilty. 

Two years after the passage of the 
act Martin organized the “Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.” 
Queen Victoria later approved of the 
organization, and added the word 
“Royal” to the title, and Americans 
derive their own Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals from 
this excellent example. 


MINERS SEEK GOLDEN VEINS 


Veterans Know That Presence of Big 
Nuggets Does Not Always Indi- 
cate Rich Deposits. 

In a rugged, out-of-the-way region on 
the ocean side of the const ranges, In 
Monterey county, California, gold nug- 
gets have been found of such size ns to 
suggest that this was once a favorite 
retreat of the proverbial goose that laid 
the golden eggs. 

Matter-of-fact prospectors, however, 
have sought to find the veins from 
which such masses of gold, loosened by 
the weather, were washed Into the 
stream beds. Their search has not 
been successful, and J. M. Hill, a Unit- 
ed States geologist of the Department 
of the Interior, in a report just pub- 
lished, suggests that the nuggets came 
from rich superficial pockets in very 
small veins, and that no large nnd rich 
deposits are likely to be found by deep 
mining. * 

The const ranges of California, un- 
like the Sierra Nevada, are not rich In 
gold, ami the occurrence of these lnrge 
nuggets Is exceptional nnd illustrates 
the fnct, known to many prospectors, 
tlint the discovery of a few large nug- 
gets does not necessarily Indicate the 
existence of a rich deposit of gold ore 
near the place. 


Botanical Ascents. 

The “botanical ascents” of Mount 
Katahdin by an American scientist 
suggested the possibilities of Intellec- 
tual entertainment and agreeable ac- 
quaintance with nature that are of- 
fered by easily ascended mountains. 
No mountain that rises to a height of 
several thousand feet above the neigh- 
boring country fails to exhibit a most 
interesting variety in the succession 
of the kinds of plants nnd trees that 
the climber finds covering it ns he 
ascends. 

And not only the person having 
some knowledge of botany enjoys this 
rapid change of surroundings, hut a 
similar pleasure is in store for the 
geologist, who sometimes finds that a 
mountain is like a prepared section of 
a part of the earth’s crust; for the en- 
tomol legist, who discovers different In- 
sects at the top from those that In- 
habit the lower slopes; for the orni- 
thologist. who finds that birds have 
preferences as to elevation, and in fnct 
for all students of nature. — Washing- 
ton Star.

Cree Tribe of Canadian Indians Will 
Soon Have Disappeared From 
the Earth. 

The Cree Indians are wards of the 
Cunudinn government. When Canada 
took their country she became respon- 
sible for their future. In particular, 
she pays each one yearly $5 In cash 
nnd, In the words of the treaty, this 
will be paid "while the sun shines and 
water flows.” 

But they are dying cut. They have 
“.not the will to live.” In a certain 
district within recent times there were 
80.000 Indians. Today there are 3,000. 
They drink tea to excess. They smoke 
tobacco to excess. The women and 
the little children smoke. Some are 
tubercular. And they keep dying. 

They are lamest and good natured, 
but their moral fiber hns weakened. 
They loaf and slouch around the posts 
and have the mentality of emotional 
children nnd their delicate, weathered 
faces will soon be but a memory, 
writes a Hudson Bay correspondent of 
the London Times.

Dr. Frances M. Morris, of 108 Ne- 
hoiden road, Waban, who for many | 
years practiced medicine in Boston 
with offices on Boylston street and 
Beacon street, died last week Thurs- 
day at the Newton Hospital, at the age 
of seventy-two. She was a graduate 
of the Boston University School of 
Medicine in the class of 1883, and was 
one of the pioneer women practition- 
ers in the city.

RIVETS SHOT THROUGH HOSE 

Compressed Air Device Is Now Large- 
ly Taking the Place of 
Passing by Hand. 

For years It hns been the common 
practice to use a bucket and tongs In 
passing rivets by hand. This method 
not only has been expensive hut hns 
been nceompnnied by muny dangers. 
Now we have perfected a system of 
distributing red-hot rivets by com- 
pressed air through a flexible metnlllc 
hose. 

This new' apparatus consists of n 
compressed air gun and storage tank, 
in addition to the metal hose which 
lends from the forge to the elevator, 
with this plan the forgemnn draw’s the 
heated rivet from the lire, drops it Into 
a receptahle at the end of the hose, 
and here the weight of the rivet opens 
a valve that again closes automatical- 
ly. Immediately the forgemnn’s foot 
on a pedal applies the force of the 
compressed air, and the rivet Is shot 
through the hose to the place w’here 
It Is to be used, nrrlvlng free from 
scnle and without any possibility of 
accident 

In actual practice red-hot rivets 
have been thus carried 125 feet In 
seven seconds, with an air pressure 
of less thnn four pounds. In addition 
to the advantage of greater safety, 
this method has shown a 20 per cent 
saving in the cost of operation. — 
Floyd W. Parsons In the Saturday 
Evening Post. 


SAVED IN JUNGLE BY PLANES 


Scientist’s Wife, Badly Injured, 
Brought to the Hospital In the 
Nick of Time. 

After an S. O. S. was flashed out over 
hundreds of miles of Panama Junglps 
by the dispatch of a native runner 
more than seventy-five miles to the 
nearest telegraph station, three United 
States army airplanes penetrated the 
wilderness 320 miles nnd rescued Mrs. 
Helen T. Galge, wife of Prof. Frederick 
M. Galge of the University of Michi- 
gan, It wus learned upon the nrrlval of 
the couple at New York. 

Professor and Mrs. Galge left tills 
country last February with the Inten- 
tion of remaining In the Jungle 18 
months to study reptiles. They had 
gone hundreds of miles nnd were near 
the border of Costa Rica when Mrs. 
Galge wns w’ounded by nn accidental 
discharge of her shotgun. Her hus- 
band administered (first aid nnd dis- 
patched a runner to a little settlement 
named David, about seventy-five miles 
away, to telegraph a request for assist- 
ance to Dr. S. J. South, American min- 
ister to Panama, in Panama City. 

Professor Galge nnd his party then 
started out to follow the runner, reach- 
ing David In three days. Meanwhile, 
Minister South forwarded the S. O. S. 
to France field, the army aviation bdso, 
and a Murtln bomber and two other 
planes were sent out to find the party.

Grand Canal of China. 

The Grand canal of China is by fur 
the longest canal in the world. It 
reaches from Hangchow to Tientsin, 
the port of Peking, and covers a dis- 
tance of nearly 1,000 miles. It crosses 
two of the world’s largest rivers, the 
Hwang and the Yangtze. 

For about 130 miles north of the 
Yangtze the canal Is still navigable, 
but from that point to Tientsin It Is 
choked with mud and Is generally 
derelict. A plan Is now’ on foot to re- 
construct the northern sections. For 
the time being. only about seven mil- 
lion dollars cun be devoted to work 
that will put In order a section 100 
miles in length. The reconstruction Is 
In the hands of American engineers. — 
Exchange. 


Convenient Potato Masher. 

A potato masher, devised by Dr. 
Richard D. Roderick of Hazleton, 
Pa., Is of novel shape, consisting of a 
segment of a cylinder. Across the 
bottom of the masher Is uttached the 
usual mashing screen. The handle Is 
positioned directly above this screen. 
As the potato masher conforms to the 
contour of the Inner portion of the 
container in which the potatoes huve 
been cooked, Its shupe facilitates the 
mashing of the potatoes within the 
container.

If we removed from the earth all the 
power-driven machines now operating, 
it would he Impossible to crowd onto 
our globe sufficient people to produce 
the commodities now mode. If we were 
to revert to the old method of making 
wire nails by hand, this job alone 
would require the dally effort of more 
workers than are now engaged In pro- 
ducing all our coal.

GOES BACK ON OWN ORDER 


British Nobility Startled by Proposi- 
tion of One of Themselves, to 
Abolish Hereditary Titles. 

The introduction into the house of 
commons by the Hon. Arthur Bonsonby 
of n bill to abolish hereditary titles 
created more of a sensation because of 
the social connections of Its author 
than because of its somewhat revolu- 
tionary nature. The Hon. Arthur wns 
nt one time a page of honor to Queen 
Victoria, Is related to mnny of the no- 
ble families of England and at one 
time took an active part In English so- 
ciety. 

In his earlier political career he was 
a liberal, but has since become nn Im- 
portant member of the labor party. His 
bill, although it Is not the first of its 
kind with which the British commons 
has had to deal, was greeted with wild 
enthusiasm by labor members and 
great Indignation by the Tory mem- 
bers. The Hon. Arthur declares that, 
although his bill may fall of passage 
this time, It will become a law before 
many years. 


East Indian Irrigation Project. 

Three and a half million acres of 
excellent fnrm lands, In 14,300 square 
miles of India’s Sutlej valley, will be 
thrown open to settlers at the comple- 
tion of the most pretentious Irriga- 
tion project attempted in India, As- 
sistant Trade Commissioner Spofford, 
Calcutta, Informs the Department of 
Commerce. During the last 30 years 
large tracts of wmste land In the Pun- 
jab have been rendered productive to 
crops ns a result of successful Irriga- 
tion W’orks, and for the first time In 
such projects the Indian government 
is seeing the mistnke In neglecting the 
construction of roads along with that 
of canals. The government Is acquir- 
ing necessary road rights to Insure 
adequate provision for the transpor- 
tation of crops to markets and rail- 
ways. The whole Sutlej project will 
probably take nine years for comple- 
tion. 


Facts About Dogs. 

A member of the staff of the Paris 
Museum of Natural History has point- 
ed out that the dog, w’hose respirations 
number only twenty-five or thirty a 
minute, may, in running, acquire a rate 
of respiration as high as 350 a minute. 
The effect of this acceleration favors 
the dissipation of animal heat by 
evaporation from the pulmonary vesi- 
cles. 

The dog perspires very little or not 
at all by the skin, pulmonary taking 
the plnce of cutaneous transpiration. 
It Is this fact that enables the dog to 
pursue its game so long and persist- 
ently. Animals of the cat family, on 
the other hand, do not possess this pe- 
culiarity, and for that reason tigers, 
panthers and lions lie in wait for their 
prey, but do not pursue It over long 
distances. The bird possesses pul- 
monary transpirntlon In a very high 
degree. 


Latvia 1 8 Not Litvla. 

Latvia should not be confused with 
Lithuania, warns the Commerce Bu- 
reau. Since the establishment of the 
exchange of money orders betw’een the 
United States and Latvia numerous ap- 
plications for the issue of orders on 
Lithuania have been made, nnd in 
many cases uccepted by postmasters 
who are misled by the fact that people 
sometimes designate Lithuania as 
Litvin, Lltava, Lletava or Lleutva. 
While United States money orders are 
now paid In Latvia (also known as 
Lettonia nnd Latvljn), there Is yet no 
money order convention with Lith- 
uania. 


Light-Giving Mineral. 

The people of Cornwall, In England, 
aver that at night there may he seen 
there a faintly shining mineral among 
the rocks rejected from the mines. 
That this is not pure imagination on 
their port hns been proved by scien- 
tific Investigation. A specimen of the 
mineral nutunlto, which Is also found 
In Wales, was sent to n scientific body 
in London for examination of its ap- 
parently luminous properties. It was 
found that It closely resembled nrtl- 
fielally prepared salts of uranium, and 
f t 4$s lun in< ; y was due to its 
spontaneous radioactivity.

TONBBft IN CHEWING SKaSV 

Habit la a Bad One, and May Roault 
In Contraction of Unploaa- 
ant Disease. 

Many people have been startled re- 
cently by the announcement thut it la 
dangerous to chew grass. 

A well-known athlete bus been un- 
dergoing medical treatment for sev- 
eral months, and has had two opera* 
tlona on u mysterious swelling In a 
gland. 

The diseu.se is called actinomycosis, 
und is usually found In enttte, pigs, 
horses, and even elephants und dogs. 
In the case mentioned it was con- 
tracted through the liuhit of chewing 
grass while playing games, a common 
practice among sportsmen. In chew- 
ing grass one may consume a parasite, 
and there lies the danger. 

Formerly this unpleasant disease 
was known as “wooden tongue” or 
“big jaw,” owing to the large swell- 
ings which develop on the tongue, Jaw 
or skin. 

Actnoinycosls Is a chronic Inflam- 
matory disease producing pus, and Is 
caused by a fungus, which In the case 
of a man attacks the jaw and neck, 
entering through diseased teeth or 
tonsils. A severe local Infection Is set 
up, which burrows Its way Into the 
tissues, distorting what It traverses 
nnd stopping at nothing unless treat- 
ed In time. Bones are penetrated as 
easily ns muscles. 


HISTORIC CAPE TOWN RELIC 

Stump of Old “Slave Tree" Is All 
That Remains as Reminder of 
Days of Slavery. 

There Is an old tree In Cnpe Town, 
In Church square, over 250 years old, 
nnd all that remains of It today Is the 
stump, to which Is affixed a brass plate 
nnd un Inscription, giving an outline 
of Its history. It Is a most historic 
landmark, as It was there before the 
days of Jan van Rlebeck. To this tree 
slaves were brought and placed on ta- 
bles for exhibition and sale. 

The slaves were kept In the old Su- 
preme court building, just opposite the 
old tree, and It Is not difficult still to 
picture the once familiar scene. 

Slavery was abolished In 1838, but 
the old slave tree stood and braved the 
storms till November 9, 1916, when It 
was cut down, as It was considered un- 
safe.

The greatest of the 
many obstacles to be encountered Is 
the mountain sickness, which occurs 
in the highest altitudes through de- 
ticiency of oxygen. The gradual 
climber, going afoot, is less handi- 
capped In this respect than the aviator 
rising suddenly from sea level In his 
machine. On the other hand, the 
pedestrian has mere fatigue to under- 
go, and this practically equalizes mat- 
ters. — New York Herald.

Cooked perfectly In the can to a de- 
gree of tenderness unknown to devo- 
tees of the fried article, canned 
North Pacific whale steaks are mak- 
ing n hit wherever Introduced. So 
great has been the demand for this 
delicious food, which has been Ig- 
nored heretofore In the midst of 
plenty, that the pack now being pre- 
pared has long since been disposed of. 
According to a report Just received 
by the Department of Commerce from 
Vice Consul Newcomb, Victoria, prac- 
tically all the British Columbia pack 
will he shipped to England and there 
redistributed. Seldom within recent 
years has the whaling season opened 
under more promising conditions than 
this year. Whales are reported early 
and plentiful.

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BOARD Of ALDERMEN, 

Gasoline Filling Stations and District Boundry 
Lines Take Up Large Part ol Meeting 


Last Monday’s meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen started at 8 
o’clock and ended at 2.30 a. m., 
Tuesday morning. Long hearings on 
modifications of the district . bound- 
ary lines in the present building zones 
and a short recess lasting from 10.45 
to 12.45 caused the meeting to occupy 
so much time. 

On the petition of John V. Monag- 
han’s Sons for a gasoline station at 
the corner of Washington and Aub- 
urn streets, several residents of that 
neighborhood appeared to object. 

Mrs. William Nicholson protested 
against a permit for a 3 car garage 
being given to Thomas McEnaney at 
405 Cherry street. 

Ex-Attorney General Herbert Park- 
er appeared for the Standard Oil 
Company on its petition for (a per- 
mit to make slight additions and alter- 
ations to the property at 1024 Com- 
monwealth avenue. The Standard Oil 
Company desires to change a porte 
cochere into an office for a gasoline 
filling Ration conducted there. Mr. 
Parker spoke at considerable length, 
making an exhaustive plea which 
dealt with all phases of the legal and 
architectural aspects of the case. Al- 
derman Ross told Mr. Parker ‘‘that 
for some time past, the city has con- 
templated taking the land, on which 
the Standard Oil Company Station is 
located, for municipal purposes.” 
Mr. Ross desired to know “Would the 
Standard Oil people be willing, should 
they receive permission to erect the 
building, to abstain from claiming the 
additional cost from the city, in case 
the land should be taken later on for 
municipal purposes?” Mr. Parker 
replied “that while he was not 
authorized to make any promise on 
such a point, he felt that the oil 
company would be fair with the city, 
and would not seek any reimburse- 
ment for being deprived of business 
privileges should Newton take the 
land for the municipal buildings 
which may be erected there.” 

Ex- Alderman Arthur Blakemore, 
Colin S. Ober, H. W. Knowlton, and 
others asked the aldermen to place 
the land owned by Margaret McAleer 
on Grove street, Auburndale, in the 
private residence zone. The land is 
now in the general residence zone, 
and houses are being built upon it. 
It adjoins a small park at the junction 
of Auburn and Grove streets and 
'heretofore has been an attractive 
spot. The petitioners argued “that un- 
less the change is made, five or six 
houses may be crowded onto this land, 
marring the approach to the depot, 
and defeating the purpose for which 
Nye Park was created. The land for 
the park was donated by Auburndale 
citizens to beautify the approach to 
the centre of the village.” 

Ex-Senator Thomas Weston and a 
large delegation of residents of West 
Newton appeared in protest against 
the petition of William H. Mague and 
the Martin Manufacturing Company. 


This petition asks that the district 
bounded by Washington, Felton, and 
Chestnut streets be changed from the 
business to the commercial zone. Mr. 
Weston, who represented the West 
Newton Men’s Club, and the Commun- 
ity Service Club, stated “that the 
last named organization intends to 
erect a branch public library on the 
land along Chestnut and Davis 
streets, and present it to the city.” He 
also told the aldermen “that the New- 
ton Trust Company is to erect a 
handsome structure at the corner of 
Chestnut and Washington streets.” 
Mr. Weston said “tfrat such a civic 
centre should not have in its im- 
mediate vicinity a manufacturing dis- 
trict.” Henry Whitmore also spoke 
against the petitiop being granted. 

A number of residents from the vi- 
cinity of Rowe street, under the guid- 
ance of Leland Powers, appeared to 
ask the aldermen to change the Nnd 
between Rowe street and the railroad 
from the commercial to the general 
residence zone. Among those who 
spoke were H. J .West, Florence Sul- 
livan, H. C. Gaw, Miss Enid Squire, 
and George P. Bropliy. The speakers 
told the board “that the land is being 
used as a lumber yard, which is a 
'fire menace, und productive of much 
noise from the heavy trucks which 
travel in and out of it.” They also 
said "that they had not been given 
any opportunity prior to the passage 
of the Zoning Ordinance to become 
acquainted with its details, and that 
i the maps issued by the planning 
, board showed the section in question 
I to be in the residential district.” 
i Alderman White told the petition- 
l ers “that even though this land 
i should be placed in a residential zone, 
j that lumber could still be stored 
there, as the zoning law cannot pre- 
j vent a person from storing lumber 
I on any lot of land." The petitioners 
, answered, "that if placed in a resi- 
; dential district, this land could not 
haVe a saw-mill erected on it.” Al- 
derman Madden stated "that this land 
had been placed in a residential 
zone, but that at the last committee 
meeting prior to the passing of the 
! zoning ordinance, it had been changed 
into a commercial zone.” Replying to 
a question by Alderman Young, Al- 
derman Ross said “that he had not 
moved that this land be put in a 
commercial zone, but that his motion, 
made in writing, distinctly specified 
that the commercial zone extend only 
as far as the bridge on Common- 
wealth avenue.” 

Herman Holt, Jr. appeared fof the 
owners of the lumber yard. He ridi- 
culed the assertions of the petition- 
ers “that the lumber yard is a fire 
menace,” and stated that the noise 
made by the trucks could not begin 
to compete with the noise made by 
the trains which are constantly pass- 
ing by this neighborhood.” He said

HELD ON SERIOUS CHARGES

In his pocket they say they 
found $5 in change, Miss Doherty’s 
purse, the envelope stolen from her, a 
mask, a thirty-two calibre revolver, 
and some cartridges. 

The burglary charged to the boy 
took place on Friday, when the house 
of Charles Collens at 200 Dudley road 
was entered. A revolver, a fountain 
pen, a chain and other articles were 
stolen. On Friday night, it is 
charged, he held up Miss Rose J. Van 
Ainburgh of 336 Dudley road, while 
she was walking toward home, and 
$25 was taken from her.

MISS BRYSON VINDICATED 


By a court decree the. action of 
Walter R. Forbush, late public build- 
ings commissioner, In discharging 
Miss Annette C. Bryson, who was a 
clerk In his office, is reversed and 
Miss Bryson, who was dismissed De- 
cember 23, 1922, is reinstated without 
loss of compensation. This finding was 
announced Saturday morning by Judge 
Joseph C. Hannon, associate Justice 
of the Newton Court, who presided 
over a review of the case, on a petition 
filed by Miss Bryson, under Section 
45, Chapter 31, of the general laws. 

Miss Bryson, whose home is In New- 
tonvlllc, was a clerk in city hall for 
sixteen years and for eleven years 
was In the office of the public buidings 
commissioner. Last December he pre- 
ferred charges against her which in- 
cluded incivility, doing outside work 
in city time, reporting late for work, 
and other things. He then discharged 
her. Recently he resigned his office. 

Miss Bryson applied for a hearing 
on the charges and under the law it 
was necessary to hold this hearing be- 
fore the official who had ended her 
career as a civil service employee of 
the city. The hearing was continued 
from day to day over a period of seve- 
ral weeks, and Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs appeared as a witness in her 
favor. Mr. Joseph Lundy was her 
counsel. Miss Bryson brought counter 
charges against Mr. Forbush, who 
found no reason to reverse his de- 
cision. Miss Bryson, meanwhile, had 
found other employment and an- 
nounced that she sought only vindi- 
cation as her discharge prevented her 
securing another position under civil 
service. 

In his finding Judge Hannon says, 
ift part: 

“If in truth, the petitioner is guilty 
of the charges preferred against her 
it is inconceivable that any con- 
scientious department head who had a 
real desire to see his department oper- 
ated efficiently and properly and for 
the best interest of the city of New- 
ton would not have discharged her 
I long before December, 1922. 

‘‘I am unable to believe that the 
reasons set forth by the respondent 
| are the real reasons which actuated 
him in discharging the petitioner. I 
find that the respondent acted with- 
out probable cause and also in bad 
faith. The decision discharging the 
petitioner is reversed and the petition- 
er is hereby reinstated in her position 
without loss of compensation.” 

Under this ruling Miss Bryson may 
collect all salary due her since the date 
of her discharge.

VALLEY FORGE 

I N THE picturesque valley of the 
Schuylkill river, twenty miles north- 
west of Philadelphia, there Is a sacred 
spot at which every American should 
give himself the privilege of worship- 
ing sometime during his or her life- 
time. 

It is the then unattractive site* 
lined with barren, frozen hillsides, 
where General George Washington 
and his little army of about 10,000 
half-starved, poorly-clad patriots blv- 
ouaced, suffering unthinkable hard- 
ship, from December, 1777, to June, 
1778, following the tragic battle of the 
Brandywine and the occupancy of 
Philadelphia by the British. 

This circumstance of history be- 
queathed to this hallowed place a 
glory and a fame which will attach to 
It throughout the ages to come as will 
the more recent struggle to the region 
of the Argonne in France. 

A tract of about 500 acres has been 
purchased by the state of Pennsylvan- 
ia and the government, with patient 
determination an<^ admirable com- 
pleteness, is restoring ancient land- 
marks and transforming this historic 
camp-site of the Continental army 
into an everlasting National Shrine. 

The Daughters of the American 
Revolution have erected a noble shaft 
to the unknown who sleep here and 
the Valley Forge Museum of American 
History contains many relics of the 
(lay. One fills with emotion as he en- 
ters the little cottage where General 
Washington had his simple headquar- 
ters and feels the odor of sanctity as 
he steps Into the Washington Memorial 
Chapel, sometimes called “The West- 
minster of America.” 


FIGHT MEASLES WITH SERUM 


Encouraging Results Are Reported by 
the New York State Depart- 
ment of Health. 

Announcement is made by the New 
York state department of health that 
encouraging results are being obtained 
in preventing deaths from measles by 
using a scrum obtained from the blood 
of adults who have had the disease. 
Laymen should note that the report 
says "encouraging,” not that a cure 
has been found. 

If a serum has been discovered 
which will ameliorate the severity of 
measles, much less cure the disease, 
another boon has been conferred on 
mankind by science, the Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin announces. Even to 
this day measles Is regarded by too 
many parents as an ailment Insepar- 
able from childhood and the sooner n 
youngster contracts the Illness and 
u r rts it over and done with the better. 
This Is altogether a wrong idea. 
Measles is not only dangerous In itself 
but is often complicated by serious 
ailments of the eyes, ears, kidneys and 
bronchial regions. 

A disease of childhood, measles, al- 
so attacks adults and in the late years 
may be more perilous than to a young 
person. When frequently epidemic, a 
certain Immunity follows, hut when the 
disease Is taken among a people who 
have never before been visited by it 
the mortality Is high. Years ago a 
British ship from Australia carried 
measles to the FIJI Islands and 40, (.XX) 
of the 150,000 Fijians were swept off. 


POISON IN ORDINARY FOODS 


Fact That Most People Take a Small 
Amount With Their Regulation 
Breakfast Dishes. 

Did you hnve your morning dose 
of poison today? 

"Poison?” you ask. "What do you 
mean?” 

Well, the truth Is, that If you had 
bacon for breakfast, salt on your 
cereal, bloaters or kippers, rolls cov- 
ered with Icing, pepper on any of 
your food, or even a cup of coffee or 
tea. you had your morning dose of 
poison. 

Poison, of course, does not harm us 
if taken in sufficiently sinnll amounts. 
Bacon contains a little saltpeter, an 
ounce being considered sufficient to 
kill. 

The Chinese commit suicide* by eat- 
ing a cupful of salt ; bloaters and 
kippers contain formaldehyde; most 
cake or roll Icings have prussic acid 
In them ; cloves, nutmegs, horseradish, 
and a number of other herbs are poi- 
sonous if tnken In large enough quan- 
tities. black pepper contains plperlne 
— an alkaloid poison ; and doctors 
agree thnt overindulgence In coffee Is 
most injurious because of Its caffeln 
content. — Popular Science Monthly. 


Copper on the Leviathan. 

From the tiniest brass screws to the 
16%-foot bronze propellers, the copper 
and brass industries have plnyed a 
most Important part In the recondi- 
tioning of the Leviathan, the world’s 
largest ship. More than 25 miles of 
copper tubing. 250,000 pounds of It, 
were required for the heater colls In 
the staterooms. The heating colls ex- 
reed by 50.000 pounds the weight of 
the 200,000-pound statue of liberty. 

The lighting system required 745,000 
feet of copper wire. All salt water 
lines are copper, according to Skillings’ 
Mining Review. In the condensing sys- 
tem. 20,340 pounds of admiralty brass 
tubing were used. Where German en- 
gineers had used Iron in the lubricating 
system, copper was Introduced.

Canadian Wheat Holds Its Own. 

During the last season wheat from 
Argentina lias been a serious com- 
petitor of Canadian wheat and has 
supplied a large part of the require- 
ments of Great Britain. However, 
Cunailian wheat has sold readily when- 
ever tonnage could he secured at rules 
■ sufficiently favorable to enable Cana- 
dian wlicut to reach the British market 
even at a blight advance over the 
Argentine produet. Shipments of 
Canadian wheat to the Orient are ap- 
proximately one-third of the uiuounts 
shipped during tile season of 11)21- 
15)22, when Japanese crops were very 
light.

There he bought a $75 watch on 
a down payment of $5 — after proving 
that he had a good business connec- 
tion — and a few minutes later he 
pawned the watch for $40, which he 
promptly deposited against the check 
of the night before.

“He was 
too slick a man to have around n 
bank. But I didn’t, and now — well, 
sure enough, last week he got away 
with $23,000.”— Fred C. Kelly In The 
Nation’s Business. 


ISOLDE WAGNER’S DAUGHTER 


German Courts Settle Dispute as to 
Legitimacy of Offspring of Fa- 
mous Musician. 

Frau Isolde Bledler, the eldest 
daughter of Richard Wagner, was 
horn fifty-six years ago, although her 
mother, Coslma, was legally the wife 
of Hans VonBuelow. the composer nnd 
pianist. In the period preceding 
Isolde’s birth, Ooslma, Wagner and 
Buelow lived* together, but Wagner al- 
ways regarded Isolde as his daughter, 
and named her after the favorite of 
his opera characters. Isolde became 
the wife of Johann Bledler, a well- 
known German orchestra leader. Sev- 
eral years ago she defended her Il- 
legitimacy in court, when Iter sister 
Eva sought to deprive her of any 
share in the Wagner estate on the 
ground that Isolde was the daughter 
of Buelow, net of Wagner. Eva is the 
wife of Houston Stewart Chamberlain, 
an English author, who is a natural- 
ized citizen of Germany, nnd who, dur- 
ing the late war, received the iron 
cross from the ex-kaiser ns a reward 
for his bitter attacks on England, pub- 
lished in the German magazines. 

Frau Cosinm testified to her belief 
that Buelow was the father of Isolde, 
hut the courts decided that Isolde is 
Wagner’s daughter. 


Wood Duck Hunting Prohibited. 

Wood ducks may not bo hunted In 
Minnesota or in any other state nt 
any season, according to the biologi- 
cal survey, United States Department 
of Agriculture, which administers the 
migratory-bird treaty act. This is a 
federal law under which the bunting, 
killing, or possessing of wood ducks is 
prohibited at all times throughout the 
United States nnd by treaty through- 
out Canada also. This game law, hav- 
ing been upheld by the United States 
Supreme court, makes inoperative the 
amendment to the game laws of Min- 
nesota passed at the last session of 
the state legislature, providing an 
open season on wood ducks. Thus, 
hunters will not he allowed to ex- 
ercise the privilege accorded them by 
,tl»e state law, and persons found 
hunting, killing, or possessing wood 
ducks at any time will be subject to 
prosecution in the Federal courts. 


Celebrated Belgian Fowls. 

The village of Brackel, In Belgium, 
enjoys the fame of having originated 
one of the most celebrated races of 
domestic fowls. The Belgians do not 
hesitate to assert that the Brackel 
bens are unequaled for the excellence 
and number of their eggs, while the 
roosters have developed, thanks to 
generations of cultivation and intlu- 
ence of “crowing tournaments,” a 
power and rhythm of voice equal- 
ly unrivaled. The breeders have a 
theory that the musical contests In 
which the Brackel roosters are trained 
serve to develop the peculiar quali- 
ties of the race. However this may 
lie, it is certain that cultivation 1ms 
differentiated these fowls from all 
others. 


Job’s Comforter.

PLANTS THAT ARE POISONOUS 

Many of Those in Common Use Are 

Capnble of Producing Mild Irrita- 
tion of the Skin. 

Although poison Ivy Is one of the 
worst offenders, It frequently Is blamed 
for poisoning caused by other plants, 
says Dr. W. W. Stockberger of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The department has a list of 
more than 100 such plants that grow 
In this country, and It Is probable that 
there are others that may be poisonous 
to some persons. Not ull of these 
plants ure equally poisonous, nnd, too, 
there is great variation in the suscepti- 
bility of persons. 

Because some of these common 
plants are used for ornament In the 
home Is no reason to fear them, ns 
most persons nre not affected by them 
nnd In the great mnjorlty of enses the 
Irritation of the skin is mild. This 
would probably hold true of such 
plants ns the tomato, geranium, daffo- 
dil and many others that ore known 
to cause skin poisoning. Such plants, 
though, ns the nettles ore Irritating to 
most persons. 

In Hie long list of plants having 
these toxic properties are the follow- 
ing. which are well known, hut not all 
of them generally known to be poison- 
ous : Aconite, allnnthus, asparagus, 
cntalpn, dog fennel, lady’s slipper, 
wild carrot, hop, lobelia, oleander, 
nightshade, oxeye daisy, parsnip, poke- 
weed, smartweed, primuln, buttercup, 
poison elder or poison dogwood, blood- 
root, mullein, cocklebur and the mus- 
tards. The pollen of the Easter lily 
has been known to cause irritation of 
the skin, hut this Is probably ns rare 
ns poisoning by leaves of the geranium 
or the carrot. Some of these plants 
nre poisonous when taken Internally, 
but the list has been made out on the 
basis of being irritating to the skin. 


SAVED BY PRESENCE OF MIND 


Few Men Would Have the Nerve and 
Patience of George, Though the 
Emergency Was Great. 

Julius E. Dittermnn, the millionaire 
fruit Importer, said on the Aqultanla:

“Ills wife, convinced tlint she had 
forgotten to disconnect the wireless re- 
ceiving set, went to sleep again, telling 
herself that it was still early, nnd the 
up-to-date deceiver slipped off hia 
shoes and made bed In safety.” 


Alaska Cares for Its Pioneers. 

In a recent series of illuminating 
articles on the territory Sherman 
Rogers said tlin,t poverty ns It Is 
known In the States Is unknown in 
Alaska. This is largely true. But the 
territory enters Into the work of re- 
lief of destitution, care of minors, etc., 
more lavishly, comparatively speak- 
ing, than almost any Individual state. 
Its welfare work is varied and broad 
In scope. The most Important single 
undertaking of this nature Is the pen- 
sion system nnd home for aged, needy 
residents. Between July 1, 101(1, and 
December 31, 1022. for this purpose 
there had been expended $432,270.71. 
Pensions were paid amounting to 
$112,011.23. 

The institution where pioneers nre 
cared for, located at Sitka, was main- 
tained nnd operated during the same 
period nt a cost of $270,020.50, while 
construction of new buildings, which 
Included an Infirmary equipped with 
up-to-date conveniences and appli- 
ances nn n small scale, cost about 
$80,000. 


Normandy’s Cows. 

The Cotenten cattle of Normandy, 
which their owners believe to he the 
best milkers in the world, are long, 
angular, big-framed and unpreposses- 
sing In appearance, with heavy heads, 
necks and shoulders, and white, crum- 
pled horns. In color they vary. Brown, 
rrun and red are most numerous, but 
there are many piebald and brindled. 
An American Investigator says that It 
was proved to him beyond doubt that 
these cows will produce 40 pounds of 
butter a month during the greater 
part of the period of lactation, with- 
out any pampering In food or treat- 
ment.

Every great orntor in history was 
n failure in the beginning, Paderewski 
was expelled from one of the great 
conservatories of Europe nnd told he 
could never learn to play the piano. 
He was seriously recommended to 
study the piccolo as he then could al- 
ways get a job in nn orchestra. Verdi 
wrote for twelve years and produced 
eighteen operas before he brought 
forth “Rigoletto,” his first score of in- 
trinsic merit, perhaps, excepting 
"Ernanl.” 

Henry Irving failed in his first ap- 
pearance, nnd was urged by all his 
friends to go back to the desk and 
ledger. Shelley’s first poem, ‘‘Queen 
Mab” was poor stuff, flimsy and Inco- 
herent. Edison worked from eighteen 
to twenty hours a day for seven 
months trying to teach a phonograph 
to pronounce the letter ”s.” We look 
Upon Chopin ns having his genius 
handed to him on n gold platter, yet 
his practice nt the piano was for hours 
nt a stretch, repeating a single liar over 
and over nguln for nearly n thousand 
times. 

These men made themselves gen- 
iuses by their own supreme efforts, 
raised what might have been mere 
mediocrity, or perhaps talent, to su- 
preme power.

He Iintes the weed, so fight him with 
nicotine or tobacco dust, says the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

If the Just he sprinkled over the 
ronng plants the beetles will seek 
pasture elsewhere. Also they will 
depart ff the plants he given tight 
veils of mosquito netting until they 
grow big and strong enougli to fight 
their own tattles. If these measures 
are adopt ed by nn entire community, 
nnd accompanied by the use of trap 
plants, suitably poisoned with arsen- 
nte of lead or bordennx mixture, both, 
the numbers of the enemy will he 
greatly reduced and homegrown 
“cukes” nnd cantaloupes enjoyed hy 
and hy, says the department.

THE LARGEST BRICK 
BUILDING 

T HE Pension Office Building, Wash- 
ington. D. C., is often referred to 
as tlie largest brick building in Ihe 
world. That statement is easy to be- 
lieve when one learns that 15,500.- 
000 bricks were used in Its construc- 
tion. It is four stories high, exclusive 
of the basement, 400 feet long. 200 
feet wide and contains 175 rooms. 

The court contains eight columns, 
euch eight feet in diameter ut the base 
and 75 feet high. Each column con- 
tains more than 55,000 bricks und 
1,440 square feet of plaster, nil beauti- 
fully colored in representation of 
many historical scenes. 

First occupied during the year 1885, 
this building was constructed us a 
memorial to the brave soldiers und 
sailors who had so well served their 
country during the Civil War, as well 
as to house the employees and records 
of the Pension Bureau. 

The corridor accommodates 18,000 
people uml it is hero that the pres- 
idential inaugural hulls have been 
held. 

Precious indeed ure the records which 
are tiled uwuy in this great structure. 
Iu pussing, it is interesting to note 
that the report of the commissioner 
iu churge for u recent year, shows 
748,147 pensioners on Uncle Sum's pay 
roll and the total disbursement as 
more than $105,000,000.

SUPPLY OF TIMBER ASSURED 


With Proper Management, Coeur 

D’Alene National Forest Can Fur- 
nish Millions of Feet Yearly. 

Fifty million feet of snwlogs can he 
removed annually for all time from 
the Coeur d’Alene national forest, 
Idaho, according to the prescriptions 
of the management plan approved by 
the forest service, United Stntes De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The net area of forest Is about OGO,- 
000 acres, of which about 550,000 acres 
is considered ns productive forest land. 
The great share of the timber, as 
usual, Is In two age classes, the ma- 
ture nnd overmature class and the 
very young, 0 to 20-yen r, class. 

The main problem of management Is 
that of making the mature timber last 
for a sufficient period to enable the 
youngest nnd intermediate classes to 
reach maturity. This average period 
Is estimated at 80 years, during which 
time a total of 4,000.000.000 feet will 
be removed, or an average of 50,000,- 
000 feet per year. 


Bad Name Is Undeserved. 

Living for more than a century un- 
der the stigma of being cannibals and 
without religion, the Yaggan Indians 
of TIerra del Fuego, or “Flreland,” 
the southernmost inhabited land of the 
globe, have been revealed ns a moral 
people, never guilty of cannibalism 
nnd possessing a highly developed re- 
ligion nnd a beautiful language. This 
knowledge was obtained through the 
Investigations of Father William Kop- 
pers nnd Father P. M. Gusinde, vice 
president of the Philological museum 
at Santiago, Chile. Ironically, the 
true story of the Yaggnns’ civilization 
comes ns they nre about to join the 
world’s extinct peoples. Fifty years 
ago the tribe numbered some 2,000. 
Today it does not exceed 70 persons. 
It was Darwin who gave the Yaggans 
their bnd name. 


Scientists Discover New Animal. 

Add a new animal to the list of 
those known to man. Prof. L. L. 
Woodruff of Yale university is the 
discoverer. Ills find Is one of the one- 
celled forms known ns protozon, which 
are so smnll that they cannot lie 
seen without the aid of a microscope. 

This tiny form Is about one two- 
hundreths of an inch long nnd less 
thnn one-fourth ns wide, nnd Profes- 
sor Woodruff has named It Pnromec- 
ium polycnryum. It moves about 
rapidly in a drop of water by means 
of hair-like projections, called cilia, 
over its body; these cilia heat the wa- 
ter with whiplash strokes. Para- 
mecium’s food consists chiefly of bac- 
teria and smaller protozoa. — Science 
Service. 


Land for National Forests. 

The National Forest Reservation 
commission lias authorized the pur- 
chase of 11,457 acres in eight eastern 
states for national forest purposes at 
an average price of $3.05 an acre, ac- 
cording to the forest service, United 
Stntes Department of Agriculture. 

The most signal purchase consists 
of ten parcels with a totnl area of 
5,300 acres in McKean, Forest, and 
Warren counties, Pennsylvania, with- 
in the Allegheny National forest. The 
nreu now being acquired by the gov- 
ernment on the headwaters of the 
Allegheny river is nearly 110,000 


Whale Steaks Become Popular. 

Canned North Pacific whale steaks 
are the newest delicacy in England, 
France nnd Italy, and virtually t lie en- 
tire pack of last season has been dis- 
posed of, according to word received 
at Tacoma by packers from jobbers 
In the European centers. 

Cooked perfectly In the can to a 
great degree of tenderness, the tinned 
sea-beef is making friends with epi- 
cures wherever Introduced. This sea- 
son’s pack will consequently he in 
heavy one. Packers who have Investi- 
gated now anticipate a good whale 
crop. 


Transparent Rubber. 

Several Imaginative writers hnve 
discovered delightful uses for a per- 
fectly transparent rubber which, they 
say, scientists are perfecting. Such 
a muterial could he used ns nn un- 
breakable window or windshield, n 
cheap lens which would he distended 
by a liquid within, or a trunsparer 
bathing cap or rubber overshoe. 


TRIUMPH FOR AMERICAN GIRL 

How Margaret Robinson Secured Am- 
nesty for Bandit Band on Condi- 
tion That it Joined Army. 

Is there no Ilomer in modern Greece 
to sing the exploit of the American 
college girl who has freed Crete of its 
bandits? asks the New York World. 

When Miss Margaret Robinson of 
Grand Rapids arrived In Crete as the 
representative of Near East relief her 
efforts to aid the refugees encountered 
the predatory opposition of the Greek 
outlaw Barbounis and his bond, who 
for fifteen years had terrorized the Is- 
land. . Sending nn envoy to the robber 
chief, she began negotiations which re- 
sulted in the grant of amnesty to Bar- 
bounis nnd ills followers by the gov- 
ernment on condition of their serving 
in the Greek army on the Turkish 
frontier, and the harassed population 
has since had the satisfaction of see- 
ing the bandits sail away to join t he 
“King’s Own” regiment at Dedea* 
gateh. 

Has a more romantic story come out 
of Crete since the time of the Mino- 
taur? At least the feat of the Ameri- 
can relief worker furnishes an inter- 
esting modern example of the klrnj of 
achievement which provided themes 
for the old Greek poets. Given, that it 
had occurred In remote antiquity, it 
might by this time hnve been embel- 
lished nnd elaborated into a great pop- 
ular myth possessing enough historical 
truth to give it substance and adding 
a new female portrolt to the familiar 
gallery of Arladnes, Antigones nnd 
Electros. 


FIGHTING THE BOLL WEEVIL 


Department of Agriculture Has Elab- 
orate Plans for Further Effective 
War Against the Pest. 

The work of the Department of 
Agriculture at Tallulah, La., In devel- 
oping methods nnd apparatus for dust- 
ing cotton to kill the boll weevil, is be- 
ing continued this summer nnd heavier 
planes nre being used. In the spring 
three De Hnvilnnd 4B pinnes were de- 
tailed by the War department for use 
In these tests, nnd competent engineers 
nnd pilots were also provided. 

Previously, considerable work on 
this problem had been done with light 
machines, nnd the use of the larger 
ones has made it necessary to modify 
the distributing mechanism. Several 
types of dust hoppers have been made 
for meeting the new conditions, but it 
will probably require some time to de- 
velop n design which will be satisfac- 
tory. Mr. Cond, who has charge of the 
boll weevil laboratory for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, expects to hnve a 
fairly satisfactory permanent hopper 
installed in one of the pinnes for use 
in actual control work during the sum- 
mer. 

Several plantations near the landing 
field hnve been mapped nnd all ar- 
rangements have been made for dust- 
ing the cotton with the planes. The 
results of the new tests will be await- 
ed with Interest by nil those connected 
with the cotton Industry. 


Smoke Screen From Seaplane. 

The use of dense smoke clouds by 
nnvnl vessels for the purpose of 
screening battleships from the enemy, 
lias been practiced for a long time. 
Fast destroyers are usually employed 
to lay the cloud of heavy smoke, 
which Is produced by regulating fuel 
nnd draft in the main boilers. Recent 
tests, however, have proved the 
efficacy of seaplanes In this respect. 
In fact, the seaplane has at least two 
advantages over the destroyer: It can 
lay a screen much more rapidly; it 
can regulate the height of the screen 
above water, and may make it com- 
pletely envelop an object by flying 
over and around the latter. When a 
seaplane Is used for laying the screen, 
the smoke results from the Introduc- 
tion into the exhaust pipe of chemi- 
cals that increase the volume as well 
ns the density of the exhaust gases. 
— Popular Science Maguzine. 


Seventh Child Named "Enough.” 

The office was crowded with the 
wedding party. All were silent while 
the bridegroom filled In the blanks. 
For the purpose of this story we’ll call 
him Smith, says the New York Times. 

The secretary looked over the mar- 
riage license. It gave the groom’s 
name as "John Enough Smith.”

By means of a new device, shown 
In Popular Mechanics Mngazlne, the 
bothersome legs of radiators, • from 
around which dirt Is removed with 
difficulty, are done away with and the 
radiator supported from the pipe con- 
nections at the floor. Inconspicuous 
wall braces prevent the radiator from 
tipping, nnd adjustable center rests 
are provided for long radiators. The 
attachments are adaptable to any size 
or make of radiator. 


Burial Place for Heroes. 

A great cemetery Is to he laid out 
ut Knrrelbourg, Germany, for the re- 
interment of 20,000 French soldiers 
who died In Germany as prisoners of 
war. The municipality of Surrebourg, 
which Is near the frontier, requested 
the honor of providing tile lust rest- 
ing place “for those unhnppy heroes 
whose lives were sacrificed in cap- 
tivity.”

It is claimed that blue-black Inks 
may be recognized as fresh up to the 
sixth day. and that, In after years, 
their age may be determined when 
the blue provisional pigment has 
faded and left only the bluck. 

The blue coloring, It seems, ns time 
elapses is scarcely acted upon by re- 
ngents, but for a year or two it will 
at once diffuse If treated with a 50 
per cent solution of acetic acid, 
wherens when it Is five or six years 
old diffusion, if it occurs at all, is ex- 
tremely slow nnd limited In extent. 

It is averred that a still more use- 
ful re-agent is a saturated solution of 
oxalic acid that causes the pigment of 
relatively fresh writing to give an Im- 
mediate smudge, but has very little, If 
any, effect upon writing six or eight 
years old. 


Light and Sound Alike. 

Many a night during that summer I 
spent in my mother’s vineyard sleep- 
ing on sheep-skins under the open sky 
and looking at the stars at which I 
looked 15 years before, when I helped 
the herdsmen to guard the village 
oxen during the starlit summer nights. 
I remembered the puzzles which I 
tried to solve at that time concerning 
the nature of sound and light, succeed- 
ing in the case of sound and failing in 
the case of light. I rejoiced at the 
feeling that I had Anally succeeded In 
finding from Faraday and Maxwell 
through Helmholtz that sound and 
light resembled each other, one being 
a vibration of matter, anil the other a 
vibration of electricity. — From “From 
Immigrant to Inventor,” by Michael 
Pupln, in Scribner’s.

“The European uses a pencil until 
there is barely anything for him to 
hold in his 'Angers, ” said Mr. Faber, 
“while the American throws It away 
when it Is hardly more tlrtm half used.

Europe uses only half thut 
amount."
